WEc have often times made mention of Daniel wi- 
the Revelation and the Canticles >whofe tefti- 
monie what foicc it hath to thofe thinges for which we 
nlltdgcd, it, cannot be fufficjemly vndciftood»txcept wo 
icpcatc it from the beginning and take vpon us the full 
handling of a very oblcuicplace of fciipture, and much 
controverted amongit learned men." which truly t doe 
the more willingly vndertake, becaufe being holpen by 
the light of former expo(itions,wc hope Wefhalbe able 
to bring fomthing by Gods afliitauncc to'cleere the truth 
and bring it to light. Neither doe I doubt but it will bo I 
very acceptable to thegodlie and learned to fee DanJeUy 
confent with the rcft.and the lovelie fade of the truth, to 
be brought vpon ihe ftage in open view, with whofc. 
bewtie the mofthcavcnlic minded arc especially rayiflied> 
yeaand which cvtn the vnlgar fort of men, though yn-' 
f kilfull beholders and judges of beawtie ate al(o afto- 
irifhcd thcrat. Evety vilion hath difficultie in ic , but he 
muft have leifure at will, that vndertaketh the wholo 
Work: butthcfelaft vi/lons being well vnder/lood, on 
which doth rert the exposition of thoiormer? thole alfp 
thftt goe before may be cafily conceived, 

'** " " Wo 
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We begin the expofition from the 36. vertc ,b'ccauf« 
there arc not manie thinges in the former verfes need to 
ftaie or hinder the Reader : but thole which followe ar« 
much doubted of,whether they belong to Antiochus E- 
piphapes,or to fomeother Kinge. WcTand rightly in my 
judgment doth Calvin avouch, That it can by no meancs 
be referred to Antiochus. Thofe thinges that followe 
doc not anie wife agree: for howfhould he doe what he 
lift, by exalting himlelfe above all that is God , whom 
the fhippes of Chiitim limited and prefcribed verf.30. 
Neither did the K»»gs of Egypt, being younge, attempto 
aniethinge againft Antiochus: Neither was there anic 
King of the North > by whom he fufteined anic wrong 
to (peak of. Or if we (hall make Antiochus himfclf the 
King of the North, asfomc interpreters doe: Neither 
doth theKing ef the South provoke him as it foloweth 
yerf. 40. Neither did he returne into Egypte after he was 
commaunded to depart by the Romanes 09 verf. 50. 
before. 

Thehiftorierccordeth that he went twice into Egypt 
as, 1. Maca. J. 1. About the fame time Antiochus vnder- 
took hU fecond voyage into Egypt.wherin ho doth admi- 
rably agree with Daniel ; but of a third expedition not a 
gyp , or the lead mention in anie Authour that I could 
jfinde. The Authours of the books of the Macabees 
would haye made Come rnentio thcrof if there had beno 
anie. Neither wold Iofephus have let it pafle, who aftar 
the retturne of Antiochus out of Egypte by reafon of the 
Romanes thrcatning denounced , doth mention nothing 
*t all that was againe attempted againft that Countrie bo- 
fore his death among the Perfians. Livie alfo , who fhe- 
weth him to be retrained by Popilius the legate lib. 4J. 
of his Epitomies abridgement, declarath him in the next 
book to be diad without doing anie other memorable 
•xploite. Xufticc alfo , after he had declared the tarntcfle 
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rigour of Popilius,tclleth ustlut Ar.tiochus-died aflbon* 
as he was returned into his Kingdome : was it poiTiblo 
fvich a notable expedition could be taken in hand,wheiin 
fo manic nations were ovcithiowne and great alterations 
came to p«fle,as itfolloweth vtrf.40.41. In recording 
whuof allthefe Auihms wou'd not be faithfull and 
diligent.which yet not witftanding mould efcapelhctruft 
and diligence of allthefe Authours. 

But thou wilt faic, Though the HtAorie be filenre,yet 
divine Oracle without all exception , makes the matter 
playne and rranifift, for fo Daniel fpcakcihbcforc,v«f. 
29. At the time appointed he (hall againc invade the 
South,butit(hallnotbcasthcfitftexpedition,or as the 
laf\but by the leave of learned men,no futh thing is here 
intended, if we doe rightly expound or traAate the word> 
which runneth thus, But the fet time fhall reruinc and 
he mail com into theSouth,and iiiWl not beasthefor- 
ner.fo alio the later ,for there is nothing mote frequent 
then for the later doubled Caph,to anlwerc the foimer, 
and to betheieddiiionor antwere thtrunto: in which 
(c\\(t the particle V/<*,(b,doth anlwerc ihc woid.Sicut er*t> 
as : And it (hall be as the prieft , fo the people , &c. Ifcr. 
24. 2. And it fhall as the righteotn fo the wicked. Gin. 
10. 15. you (lull hearers thefmal,fo the great. Deur, 
1.17. and veiy manic of the like fort » wheiforeihe nan- 
flation of Ticmeliiis is to be corn-did, Bui it lhall not be 
as the fiift txpcdi ion 01 -as -he later: for the Copulative 
particle rendrcd difiundUvcly , and the note of the fimi- 
litude being taken propofitivcly and not refponfively or 
icdditivcly as it ought , doth plaincly (Kw of three voya- 
ges > againft the ttiuh fifl be not deceived ) of all hi- 
floiics,and againft the minde and meaningc of the pio- 
phet himfelfe.For is it anie waic likely, that Amiochus for 
fcare of the people of Rome had caiitd away his wholp 
artnie our of Egypte,the Romanes after that mould either 
leave offihe care of thatKingdome,or that hefhould date 
againo 



againc to cntcrprife 1 wane agajnft the coed liking of 
ne Senate? Moreover That lUle hclp/pokcnofyerfe 
14 proceeded fane beyond the tytamuc of Annochw 
whom Iudas Macabetu and his other bwhscn did over- 
fiT To what <6A*^^f^*^£™. 
he had facrepaffed thofe broyies , come faying back a- 
gaine that waie he had formerly overpaid with acct 
faine inextricable confounding of thmges > Final W fhall 
we thinkor imagincthat ihelewci calamines did k con- 
rinue in Antiochus alone, « that it mould be altogether 
ncedlesto fpeak a word of their COnfcqucDt noublcs 
afterward ! Neither doe theie wordes ante better a«C* 
to his fonnes,who never did atteinc unto the greatneiio 
of their Father. The Kingdc me of Syria did more and 
more dccaie,urml .tl. hgth not leng after it was tiretg 
waOed. This Xing therefore is not AntiochW, bur tome 
other farre Amounting him, one of thofe fomx che.fc 
onesfpoken of btforcch. 7 .i7.andihctfore the pit fix- 
ed article hath his emphafis cnapttfle force of iigmfc- 
cation,diningui(hing him from Amiochus, of whom he 
(poke in the wordes next and immediately going btroie, 
who was but fmal and meane in companion of tncie 
foutccheife,and this JCing is the laft of thefe fo " tc ,.^ 
the Lion, the Kingdome of the Aflyriam. was abolished 
and R oi.e before this v.Gon was (hewtd to Daniel , as be- 
forcch.10.1. Ofthtbeareandleopard,thePernansand 
the Gieciam, there harh bene enough fpokin in the 
former pat t of this chap. Thcteniblcbeaft.hcnonely 
rcmaintth , that variable wylde bead and of manic 
falhionisWhichb thii Kinge. For it U tieceffiryihat 
thcexpofition ("of which kinde this laft propheitii is) 
mould bring no new matter, as fane as it concerned the 
cencrall heads, nor anie whittdtpart ftom the Reneralt 
type.

down, wearc led,deby the hand I to t he Romanes, whp 
tookc the lampe from the .Grecians , and whom (hi 
lewes afterward found and felt the mult cruel revenger! 
of tf\«h,wickcdncs. fox it is; thginttnt of the fpirit in 
a brcifc SynopGs pr abridgement j(oW view,,. Jp^cjiver 
what the cftate of tjielewes .ftioujjji be, not.pnely to the 
fi/ft coming of Chrjft . .whic:^ ycpjiotwjihftandinge An- 
tiochus never atteincd to, butalio to all ages fucceding, 
tiil at lenght they flwl bee gathered into one fould, & bq 
made together with us Ciljissensof trie fameiCingdorne, 
pther prpphecics have made, this manifeft unto uj & 
the lingular agrcemej, of this prophecie will matvciloufly 
confiime the fame. The Angel doth note or fignifie, 
the Romane Monarchic by the name of one kinge, as if 
k were of fome lingular perfon after his manner i and 
then headdethcettaiuc propei tws, , by whijehasina 
glalfc wee may bchould tys lively face. Fitftof all thet- 
forc,whetemall we ftnde a greater power to doe what 
hec lifttheuin this cmpire ; . ? efpecially fiom fuch time 
as Antiochus the great by their meanes wa» deprived of 
all commande bcyon^l the mountains Taurus,and was 
commanded to contoine himfelf within the narrows 
bonndes of Syria. For a litle before haying ran quiuncd 
Hanibal and triumphed oyer Perfcus the Macedonian, flc 
having llaipe the Cymbrians or Danes, and all fcarc laid 
afidc faneand wydc roundabout, what mould rcftrcine 
fuch, arj extreme ljcemipufnes.of all things, andfuch an 
unbridled appetite b.oth of covetingc anie ihinge,and of 
obteiningc anie thing he covered according to his will. 
The bridle of fear e was caftupon all other binges : 
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encly the Romanes, whole power cxceeded,did bite the 
bridle, & would no«. ; be curbed by thole whom they had 
oyeicoine in battell, Ptotoiuie feltof their tyranniiaU. 
power, u hole Ifland Cyprus,, although he were a kinge 

and their fellow and conledcjatcywas pTofciibcd arid 
raniackt , not for anie offence and injurie , but oncly: 
fori heir defue tocujoye^ fo. guar, a wealth,* wherwilh 
the Ifland was rcpoiud to abound. And;wricreasnQ, 
fitt nor feigned coulonr could be pretended,,, then Cato 
that great patione of Iuftice,as he was called,was madta 
publick robber of the wealth fo ungodly coveted, that 
fo,asl think, thegroflcdifhoiuUieof the facie might . 
in (otne fort be hi;^ and concealed by .the authority of 
the man. ; The,Egiptian cou|<J not brook the wrenge, 
but at.the rcpott of the matter poyfoned himfeif »FU>- 
tus lib. j.ch.j. ; .;';.'. 

The warre againftCrecte if we will take knowledge 
ofthe truth, we alio made»faiththefameFlorus, ioneJy 
through 3 .dtfirq tq vanquish that ; noble Ifland. . But i 
thisjlicentioufncs was nothing to the ©utragiotifncs of 
the Empcrours. It would be over tedious to enter in th« 
particulars , nehhet is it ncedfull in a matter fo well 
knowne to all. AlTuttdly that which Daniel once 
ipake of Nebucadnezar fVf agreeth very fijtl.y , to , this . 
Kinge , and for the Majc/lie that God gave him, all na- ' 
tions,people, and languages trembled, & feared before 
him , he put to death whom hce would,he f motc w hora 
he woulde,whom he would hefcuup,whon) he wonldc 
hce putdownc Dan.-;. / 9 .. Thcfc ere the large boundes 
of an unlimited dcfiie proper tofuprcme^utborhy. Xct 
us not feek for them euherin AwioeJuiSjOr in anie other 
fervile prince,but oncly in the hlghtft empire. This is 
therefore his firftmaike, His unlimited power out of 
all contioulc. ..His pride foloweth , hec fall exalt hira- 
felfe&ma^jfiehiTOi'eJfe^oyeailjthat is .Called (Sod. 

inter- 
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Interpreters do ufe to carry thcfc wordes to the impictie 
of this #iiige,which indeed is noted in iho next wordes 
And hec (hall (peak marvellous thinges t and wordes a- 
gainftihcGod of Gods. Thofc former wordet therefore 
doebclongetomcn ; for pride is here feu out by a 
twofold fubjea aboutthe which it is cxercHed , partly 
menwhofnitcontemhtfthanddefpiftfth as their undcr- 
lin£s;partly God himfelf, of whom it doth both think 
and fpeake unrcTcicndy. Wc know that men placed in 
higher degrees of dignitie , are in manic places in the 
Scriptutc called Gods , cfpecialty fuch as 1 have anie 
government and commaund of thinges .- this King 
fliould nnlcfc no accounte of all thefc in companion of 
himfelf, as it is «vident in the people of Rome. For 
how mould n it hce liftup himfelf above all, whom all- 
moft through the whole worldo , hec held as his vaflals 
and coppy-holders : who could obtcinc a Kingdome but 
bythehclpcofhis authorities or who could keepe one 
but with his goodwill J The Ptolemies Kings do flie to 
Mm as tothebtftower of Kingedomcs, that Antiochus 
at his commaund might he made to lay downehis vi- 
ctorious weapon*, and depart out of Egypt whxh htc 
had fubdtxed, and fd tc let goe his fwectmorfell out 
of his rnouth againe: And without delay commeth 
Popilins flying iwo Egypt, and (bowed by his doings 
how iitlc a legate of Rome did cftccra of anic kinge , he 
fcornfully refufeth the hand and embracemcnu,hcc bids 
leave- oft his complements and frkndlie falutations and 
making a circle , ftrictly enioynes him a fpeedie anfwerc 
before he went out of that fpace. Neither durft the 
great /Cing mutter a word againft it,but remembring he 
had to doe with his Lord and Maifter > quietly fuftrcd 
hee the prey to be taken from him,and giving warning 
for the rcadincs of al his carriage, he departed out of 
Egypt. This Epiraancs did more wifely then Perfcua 
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theMaccdonim.who wageingbattaile with theRomane* 
learned at the legth to his great damage by folowingthe 
triumphing chariot of jEmiliui, whata dangerous mat- 
tec it wauo contend or fight with a fupcriour.or one 
more then his match. FooltfhlyaKd did Gentius King of 
HUricum > who would not fubtnitt to this tyrannical! 
prince before he was fent prifoner to Rome together 
with his wife and children and kinsfolks by Ammius tho 
/'tetor. O Romano thou waft indeed above every 
God.all Kings didfubmitt their necks and yeeld under 
thy yoke Prufias therfore the King of Bythinia , though 
not accoidingto orincelte dignitie.yet veryjcomodioufly, 
10 make (hew of the Romane cminencye, commanded 
hisfonneNicomedcs as an orphan or ward totheSc- 
nate.and acknowledged himfelf a free man of the people 

©fRome. 

But we are to obferue notwithstanding that this King 
fhould exalt and magnifie himfclfeby wrcfting principa- 
litie by force and armcs.and not by voluntarie fubjeftion 
to him. Prufias indeed willingly fecmed to profeile him- 
felf their fervant,but his profetfion, was but a bafe flatte- 
ries hichfeare extorted, but he did notingenuoufly not 
willingly defire it. What mould I make mention of 
Eumenes Kingof Pergamm.of AriarathesKingof Cap- 
padocia, ofMithidathes King ofPontus, ofDiaiarui 
JCingofSalatia, who all of themand all others in all 
places fubmittcd thcrofelvcs to chistfing, either of their 
ownc accordc or of compulsion. We fee therfore thac 
this agrccth to the Romane alone to whofe will and 
plcafurc all other did tefotme. Antiochus neither durft 
nor was able to arrogate anic fuch matter. But if wee in- 
tcrprcte thefe Gods to bee the celeftiall and divin* 
powers, then is there lefle likelihood in it,that hec (hould 
prefcrrc himfelfe before the heavenlie , which knew fo 
welhebada. maifter on earth. But thefe Gods heerc 
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fpokcnofarcnotheatcniiebutcarthlieones ; That even 
as Anrichrift , who was afterward to fuccecd in this very 
(cate.ftiould exalt himfelfe above all that is called God 
or is worshipped , z.Thef. z. 4-by afluming to himfelfe a 
dominion over all the kings of the eatth ; fo this king 
here fhould goc before him in the fame fteppes, tc make 
to his heire the more eafie path and p adage to the top 
of his axecrablc pride to be abhorred of all men : fuchig 
his arrogant haughtineflc over men , but hee will not be 
conteyned within thefeboundes.hee wil ufe reproachfull 
wordes againft the God of Gods,(aith the text, But fo did 
the Aflyrian king alfo of olde, Hath anie of the Gods of 
the nations delivered his Land out of the hands of the 
Kingof Afhur.r.jfCing.i?.3 3.And itisfaid of Antiochui 
al(o,that hee flucmanie men and (pake very proudly* i. 
Maca.i.zr. Thistherforefeemeth to bca common note 
pf great foveraigntie, which ufually breakes out into 
great blafphemie againft God himfclfesyet there is reafori 
in this place, whertore it fhould be proper and peculiar 
to the Romane,for the Aflytian hath no part at all in this 
vifion, neither can it be referred to Antiochus , whole 
hortible mifchicfesarc formerly recorded>that he mould 
pollute the holic place or fan&uaric > and fliould take 
awaie the daily facr fice,and let up the abominable def- 
lation verfc j i . He had now alreadie palled and procee- 
ded beyond thofe wordes > why fliould he now be re 
prooved for incofidcrate end uncivill language after fuch 
heynous mifchcifeslwcdoc not uleto acculcama whom 
we have prooved to have thruft his neighbour through 
Wit afword and after to laye to his charge that he prickc 
him with a pin or a needle alfo.This therfoic is not Anti. 
ochus his blafphemie but theRomanes.who tliough they 
came behind him in wicked deedes againft the God of 
Gods, yet they refrained not themfelvts from wicked 
wordes. Although it bee not tieccfiatic that thefc 
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wordes (hovrld bee of the mouth, when as the foolc hath 
faid in his heatt there is no God : and it is certaine al- 
though they ufed no wordes* and brake not out inio 
termes,yet the Romanes after they greweinto acquain- 
tance with the nation of the Iewes, did in their private 
thoughtes attribute more to their Iupiter of the capitoll, 
then to the great creatour of the worlde. But yet words 
are not wanttnge , which areas witnelTes of notorious 
blafphemie. Cicero,withtheapplaufc and approbation 
of his nation>doth not vouchfafe the true and trncere re- 
ligion of God anic other name then a barbarous fupetfti- 
tion; neither fo contented,his ungracious tongue goeth 
forward in determining thofe facred things of divine in- 
ftitution to bee both unworthie of the nobleneiTe and 
fplendor of the Romane Empire , the gravitie and great* 
ncsof their namc,thc inftitutions of their anceftours.and 
alfo to be odious and hatefull to the immottall Gods» 
becaiife the nation whofe they were , was vanquiif»ed,re- 
mooved , prefecuted : for fo hee playeth and maketh a 
flotuifh and oftentation of his eloquence againft the God 
of heaven in his oration for Flaccus. 

That was but a light- matter that Auguftus commend- 
ed his nephew Caius for contemning the religion of 
the Iewes. Tiberius did perfecute them with lo greatc 
hatred , that hec compelled all their worlhippers or 
ioueri to burne all their holy garments with all 
their furniture ; who alfo appointed and distributed 
thelewes youth by a kind of oatkinto the provinces of a 
corrupt ayre, and hee banifhed the reft of that nation & 
their followers under a penaltie of perpetuall flaverie & 
fervitude,if they were not obedient, as Suetonius in his 
Tibenu»witnelTethca:36.yetnotwithftandinghcwould 
afterwtfraiiavchad Chrift rcgiftred among the Gods , if 
theauthoritieofthc Senate had not hindred it , whifo 
•uncienr decree it was,that no God fhould be cofecratcd 
by the Emperor,unleiT« it were approved by the Senate, 
Q x Othe 
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O the notorious blafphemic of this A'ir.g > with whom 
the divinitie is weighed and tfkemed accotdingto mans 
arbitrcment and judgment, except God doc pleafc men, 
hee dial not be God: manumit now be propitious and 
favourable te God aiTcitnlliaMfpe.keth in bis Apolo- 

gcticus. 

Veric great profperitie gocth with their intolerable 

{>ride, which hath bene in no kingdome greater then 
jeerc. With what profperous enterprifes from thefirft 
foundations hath every thing bene begunne , conrinued 
and perfected . ? One warre hath alwaics drawne on ano- 
ther, and new occafionsdid incontinently followe cch 
other,fo commodious, fit and feafonable,as ihatlhe Ro- 
mane armies might fecme not fo much to have fought 
principalitic as to be called thetunto. 

Vpon jufte caulc did Scrvius Tullius on« of the tuft 
. JCinges fttint lu have fr.;niliar compainewkh Fortune, 
which profperitie was no whit leflened in tucceedingagcs 
and generations . thofc cfpccially after the fubdumgof 
Syria : whence h came that Rome had fo rucmc eminent, 
lenowmedand {lately temples of fortune , but none of 
wifdomctemperanco, patience > fortitude and magna- 
nimities doubtlcs the Romane people did morcincieaie 
by fortune, then by prowefle. Surely that title or motto 
of tlieirc woides.wlvch Ccafar in his pompons pageant, 
motto was, jj^jjgfQj.gjjinjinhiiniHmphofPoiuiiSjl came, I faw, 
yem,Vi" | ercamc mjeht have bene common to ihc whole 
dhVtCh b 

empire* 

Plutarch hislitlc book of the fortune of the Romanes, 
may afoard an ample and large difcouife of this their fcli- 
cirieiohim that ddircihrnore.But leaftanicweakemindc 
mould be too much difcomaged with thefe\htir pro- 
fperous affaires, there is added a comfort of flft appoin- 
ted and fet time. Till he hath accomplifhcd his wrath, 
faith he,what wrath. 5 not his ownc , whkhcannotbe

The other interpretation conccrncth the Romahcs 
themfelves becaufe the determination is made ,thatisto 
fay.thcboundes are fet & fixed>bcyond which,the mad- 
nefTc of the wicked King fhah not pafle* whom the 
bridle of divine providence mall modtrateiweft inithe 
leaft and fmalleft mattters J for that doth ddcifioft or At J 
termination ilgnifie, which doth not confidcr the matter 
infumm«andgcnerall,but leverally by cyery member, 
diftjibiitcd into his parts: amatte* of lingular Comfort 
agiinft diftruft , as though God did not ty hii'provi- 
dence reach over particular matters : both meanings 1 are 
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Very good k but which is the more apt and fitinthij place 
let the reader judge. 

37. Neither foall be regard the Cjod of his fathers*. 
Now he informcth us what maner of one this Kingt 
mould be towards hisowne, wherunto he propoundeth 
a threefold proprieties » The contempt of his fathers. 
SqcU , Nq regard tbthe deiice ofworncn^and tiic mag- 
nifying pf himfclfe above alh what is thsrfoie tlut con- 
tcpte of the Goddcsi interpreters doe rcferre it to the dif- 
regard of all Religio, which yet noiwith (landing the Ro- 
mans w<j knowe,havc too fupeit\itioufly.:obferved, as is, 
evidec ro bee icene by manic examples 8c in Valerius Ma- r 
• ximus lib.i. /. Neither Hull wefyndethcir-pottcritjeanie. 
whit to relinqutfh theinftitutioniof their Aunceftours in. 
this mattcr.Their Children after the Grecian Monarchic 
went on in the fame Courfe of fupetfticion » wherin theic 
aunelent fathers; Had gone before them*. Thcfe things 
therforedoerather belong to Civill policies which this 
new King mould innovate and bring in » altogflth« dif-i 
fcringe from that which his aUnceftours had obferved. 
For the civill Magiftrate is called God, as we (hewed be- 
fore, and therfoiex his not regarding^ the Gods of his, 
fjuhets. is nQtbjngslfo. tut his ; bg**t eftem? of the, Magi*- 
ftrates , which his fathers ufed in times part : and not long 
after the Romanes had fubducd ludea , the government 
qf this people became a.Monarchie* which was before 
an Ariftocratfe or at leaft mbttof the people and the no? 
)»Jes. >r THejrtltftgQvei:»mentofold« in former ages was 
kf. Kinges,,jbwth!cp',were;aji length expelled .,"• and the 
name, grew fo odious as that Tarquinius the Confull 
could no longer be tolerated .becaufe be arTcfted the 
nameofaKmg. Andfrom thence forward the famcha- 
tre4,wa* derived.toaU. their poft#itiea4 manie example* 
doe make raanifeft iaodiihapdcctc* of the Scrtate,wherin 
therewas p>defc ttfacn that*iQ ll Ki»ges! mould entcrinto

Bur 
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the looihfaycf or interpreter, of the Sitjlls, enrncftly 
contended iu the Senate , t^bat he w ho.m they accounted 
as a Kingc mould be alfo called a Jjtingc > if tVtey ,wo\ild 
lutein fate tic. ' ' , 

But this was taken in'very ill part,in fo niuch that the 
Oratour advifeth them to deale fir ft with iheir great ones, 
that they would bring forth anie thing ouioi" the Sibils 
prophecies rather then a Kinge, whem neither Gods nor 
men would ftiffcr anie loiiger, at Rome, Biut thy prog- 
nofticationfayltd tfiirc , \'t) thou wittie Oratour. Tfyou 
fawtft with thine eiesalitle after a King at Rome which 
thou didftprophccieftwuld never come to pafle. This 
contempt thei fore of their fathers Gods, js a new ordina- 
tion of Emprrous violating the law. of their fathets,and 
bringing thofe Magiftratcs iijto fubjeclion* who were 
wontin their old Fathers time, to have the chcife com- 
traend. This chaungc of government was a r eroarktable 
note for all men tafilyu) diftinguilh bttween this King 
and pthtrs. And fo doth DanicVadrnhably confent with 
,16'hns revelation, what time as tphn did write thefe 
AingcSjhe.tfUtth us five Kingcs were fallen and the iTxc 
did tjienflouiifh. Daniel in thefe wordesdoihasit were 
foictel the ftinerall of the fift Kinge, ar.d the biith or na- ^• I 7-l 
tivitie of the flxt, which fl-.ould dpire u> the top and»o-. 
higheft con roam d, bj the conun-pteof the auncjent 
Gods , the old Magifttatst© whom their fathers yccldcd 
all obeditnee. As concerning the dcfiie of women, 
«rieieisnol(iTedifficuIt:c about the lighte mcaninge. 
The inteiprcters take it paffivtly for that defire which 
men beare towards women, wheiby itcommeth to pniTe' 
that fome refetre it to lull, others to humaniijeand cour- 
se , but the likccopftni&ionb afti ve elfwhere , as ihe 
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deiireof all nations .that is to fay , w ( hich all nations do. 
'defire, Has. i. 8. So the defue of women, is that which 
women doc defire, which were very uncquall andunhtttt 
to tefcrre unto luft. What is it thenthat women doc moll 
of all defire and arTeft i To have their children molt 
honourable. Dathlhcba fccmetW hcerupon to tequeft ao 
oath of David , that her Sonne., if iho had oneby h.m 
fhbdlJ fuccccdhim in the tfingdome :, which happily <h» 
wrefted from him before (lice did yeclde unto his lutt. 
Afluredl, , The defire of women brought the mother ok 
Zcbcdcus children to fhewe her ouuagioUS ambition in 
atkJngthcchtife fcatrt hi Chiift. kmgdomefpr hCI IWO 
fonues. Whciforc this kinge mould have no regrd to 
this defire , becaufe he would be naihinge carchiU tot 
his naturall fucceffioh . otherwife then m all other King 

domes. For if we caft our eves vpOll anil Olh« gPVCWr 
i«n what doc .fiefahc» merely, *M«g* 
Sfctt. then 16 fcavc their childvcn , a quiet , feblo

the Senate gathered together of lawfull *<^ '

W^Sg 
Keciraunc, but that wat ratter by the choice and aff £0 
of foldicrs.the by thcadvice of their fa^s.who oet^ 
vine how ercatly force and violence had prevailed did 
norVnd 'the Jre of fucceffion ^^Z^' 
in othec mens poWcr. Such iherfore mould the govern 
ment bee, astoould mote «fpcft .the honouring of aU 
eftaies with great aUthorit'ie, then the defire of women o 
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imich or ennoble their Sonnes with ani« lingular pree- 
minence above the reft, and it were indeed a marvellous 
matter if the wifedomeof God had notforewarncd us of 
it lonce before, that the eropcrours having the cheire 
commaundofallmattets, there fhould belo few found 
in fo great a number to have their lawfull lflite to fucceed 

This'isthcrforethe fccond,cleare,famou$,and dom* 
mcall note, wherby this empire fhould be knowne. The 
third is his magniriing himfelfe above all» w hcre th " c 
comracth againeanewcontempteofthe Gods, nor Re- 
gard anie God faith he.To what purpofe is this t was not 
thisimpietic fuflkiendy r.proovcd before in the former 




c„ c v,u« u. «. a .*„.«.. - ~~ repetition is not in vayne, 

but anew degree of the like pride. The COMCmpt Of 
the Gods in the former verfe was of all forreme Magl- 
ftratesamonge all nations whatfoever. The contempt 
of the Gods in the beginning of this verfe , was of their 
ownc domclYicall but auocicntand inttiruted «»f old.Ths 
contempt of the Gods in this place is of the prcfent Con- 
tois , Pretours and Tribunes, and the tea now m being, 
whofe names as yet rermyncd, but all the power aud 
authoritiewasinvefted in this chtife Magistrate alone. 
Tacitus in the firtt entraunce of his hiftorie (hewing how 
AuguCbis by title and litlcdrcw the right of all ottices to 
himfelf alone: Firfthefet vpon the Confulfbip like an 
cnemiebyforceasSuotoniusdcclarethin Auguttus cap. 
17. the reft were offred him at his pleafutc:he was pec- 
petuall Tribune or protcc"fcour of the Commons.and had 
perpetuall government alfo of lawes and manners. 

Theifore the other Magiftrates were but titular onely, 

and a vaine (hew and femblaunce of authorise, appointed 

onely to eale thePrince of trouble in theUKwgdomcs.and 
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not to exercife anio absolute authotitie.No matvell there- 
fore if he exalt himfclfc above all thifc,whom he vfed 
as his vaflals and bafc flatterers. All Kingcs in their terri- 
tories havecheife comriiaund , neither doc they refpeft 
anie other inferiour God or Magistrate, whom them- 
felvts created of their owne Subjects, but on the contrary 
fide are honoured of all men. But this eSpecially Should 
bcciemarkable in this empire ,becaufe the beginning of 
innovations are mod of all obferved, wefinde thcrfdrc 
this third note molt confpicuous and maniftft in this 
Kinge.whichis not at all obferved in others by reafonof 
long cuftome. 

3 H. But in hitplacc'fliallhe honour the Ggd of forces. Hither- 
to have bene more common nous,now he fettethvpon 
more fpeciallones,and more proper to certalne places, 
and full of all how he mould behave himtclfe towards 
the true God. For the better vndeiftand'ng Nvherof the 
wordes are firft to be difcufltd, which are diverfly ren- 
died by interpreters. 

The learned Trcmelius and Iunius doe tranflate them 
absolutely : And as concerning the God of great Strength 
he (hall honour him in his place , Hay , He dial honour 
theCod which his fathers knew not &c. but this conftru- 
<JV.6 doth jTijuirea nom'ma\ivc caCc,thjj Godofforces % ike, 
asPf, 11.4. & 18. 31. Apoca. 2.16.6c 3. 12. n.aswe 
have there obferved vpon the place. In fnch like con- 
flru&ions the prepoiition is wanting indeed , but the 
wanttherofis (o frequent in thiskiude , thai I think it 
is no where fully cxp re fled. Moreover this translation 
doth give the whole honour to iheGod whom his fathers 
knew not,wheras yet the Angel expreffly leaveth fonie 
honour to the God of forces: for thofe wordes. (He 
fljall honour the God ) in the former part of the verfe, 
muft have the hke Signification with the fame wordes in 
the fecond part rhcrof, Furthermore except the words 
''" (Ho 



(He (hall honour) were to bejoyncd with thofc in the 
beginning of the verfe the God of forces, thcaccentath- 
nach in TOD' (lull honour mould be altogether in vayne , 
and the compulation of the next word, yea and alfo tha 
whole woid (God) next repeated. 

The Second word ( Mauzim,of forces ) hath no IciTc 
difficult^. The Signification is agreed vpon , but the pur- 
pole of it is divers waics applied. Some doc reteinc the he- 
brew word it felf,and think it added to fignifie an Idol, 
and that in very deed not unprobably : for he that a litle 
before was called a contemner of the Gods,how Shall hee 
prefently in the m xc wordes be accounted a worShippcr 
ofthe true God? But if I be not deceived ,the hiftoryc 
will remove this block.and refute the interpretation. Tre> 
melius doth expound it of the true God , whofe judgmet 
I approove of > for fo is the word taken before in v. 3 1 . 
and byandbyagaine in v. 39. efpecially being ioyned 
with mibtfaijm 0*1100, which word is alfo fpoken ofthe 
holio place in verf.^4. Thirdly W3 ty gnalcanno , vpon 
his place.or in his place , to wit,of this Kinge,as learned 
Calvin doth expound it: as if this Kinge wold acknow- 
ledge no other God but fuch as Should befaftened to his 
T)lace 1 fhouldc come after the word jecabedj he Shall ho- 
nour : which being otherwise, it cannot, as I think, be re- 
ferred to anie thing elfe , but w that which went before, 
namely,to the true God in whole place this honour was 
to be clone. 

The double fenfe therfore ofthe wordes evinceth that 
the true God of great Strength is to be honoured in his 
owne place by this JCinge > y which to be done , the hifto- 
rie alfo bcareth witnefl'e. For Pompey havinge furprized 
Ierufalem and entred the temple, when as within it the 
table arid candleSUck, and the cuppes w«re all of gold, 
tend great abund&uncc of fweerincenfe, aud beSide about 
two (houfandMUmsof iaci(d monies in the ueafmie, 
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y« tmdd conference of touching artie thing at all* but 
heerin alfo was like tvimfelfc and did nothing vnworihio 
of his other veitucs. Iotephusinhb. 14. of Antiquities 
ami tha. 8. He did not indeed fotfake his old idolatries, 
neither did he acknowltd K c the uuc God by upetaunce, 
but yet he caried him ftlfe more temperately and mo- 
derately then the wicked Antiochus had formerly done. 
lnrcfpe£tof whofeoutragioufnes,was not this admira- 
ble abftinence , great pietie and reverence towards God i 
But over and bendes the next day folowing he commaun- 
ded the keepeis of the temple to purge it , to have the 
facrifices : appointed by the lawe rwftoicd againc,and gave 
the pteifthood to whom it was due. 
There is added 19 this humanitie , which is honoura- 
ble to the true God, the decrees of Cafar and of the 
enfuing Emperours for libt rtie grauntcd to the Icwei to 
live after their owne lawts,as loicphus hath it in his 14. 
book of Antiquities iu his ikteeiith and fevemeenth 
chapters. 

The true God is greatly honoured , when libertie is 
graunted to his people to worlhip him according to his 
owne appointment. And although the Roniane Pre- 
sidents did make their rcfidence at lerufalem yet not- 
withftanding they diminished nothing of that graunt* 
luftly thcrfore maie this Ktngc be (aid to turnout: the 
God of foiccs in this place, whole deputies for the 
prefent did ptefrrvc the libertie of the holie people 
ro line after their owne lawe. This is then a fpe- 
ciall note whtrby this King is diftinguifht from all 
others. Manie have brought Icuiialcm , into their fub» 
jedtion at fundtic times , but none of them all have go- 
verned the Citie by Ptefidents, and in the mtan time 
graunted the Jcwes to enjoy their owne religion and 

worfhip. 

But 
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Hut aithougibis honour be of &««»'«« P. 1 "*' " \\ 
yet but generally p.opounded the d.ft-nft and tortr.1 
kindc. therof are declared in that which folowcth , .And 
the6'od,(auhhe , Whom his fathers knew noi.ihal ho 
honour with gotde &cwh.t God .is this ? A loiged one 
ttoeed, as Com. have thought, who rcferre thele th.nge, 
TAntiochusEpiphancs, who teruplupuer Olymp.ue 
in the temple. But we have fhewed already that thele 
things can no waies agree to Antiochus. And how could 
Iupifcr Olympius be unkt.owne to his nnnccftours, 
whom thefe fathers e fpecially,wot(hipped >1 heGenuUl 
knew well enough die whole rout ofGods.but theonely 
true iehovah,when both they.fic their father* were lgna* 
rant of this Godi whom atone it concerned them to 
knowe after the Romance had to doe with the Iewes, 
they*ot fomthing of him by hearing. Whence it 11 that 
we read of iomc holie centurious in the Gofpell , who 
in the time of their govemements 1 in lu.'ea , MW 
learned and aiteyned the faving knowledge Ot 

God. 

This is thcrfore the fnme true God which was for- 
merly called the cjod of forces, who could fcarce be 
better perceived then by that' grolTe and palpable igno- 
rance wherinihe nations of old did formerly wallowe. 

How then did this A'ing conferre to the honour of 
this <7od, gold,filver and precious, llonei } Doubtlcs bjt 
a noble and coftly repay ringof the temple > for m the 
rriene of Auguttus the temple of lerufalem was repaired, 
andrtftored, towards the which building what a huge 
tuaffe of Gold,filver and precious ttoncs,and other very 
coftly things was laydout? A tkoufmd cartages were 
imployd in carying of ftoncs , ten thouiand of the moll 
(kilfull artificer's, and niorcbuer a thouiand prci/is wfo 
ftwuld fee to the framing of the inmoft porches , fronj

whence all the prophane and unclcane were debarred, 

neither was the building* finifttcd \n IclTc time then eight 

yccres.

For foone after the temple was finifhed our Lord tefus 
Ghrift was bojne, who was greater then Salomons 
re'rhrVlc , for whom' trie Koufc Was Wdrthily prepared, 
being fo fumptuofly bcwufictl and adorned ia$ iti token 
bfthat molt glorious temple , which himfelfe was foonc 
after to finifh and make perfect , which was alto (hewed 
in fome fort to be cheifl y amongft thegentilrt,feing th«y 
Were now the cheifc authqurs ofthd typical] ones re- 
Rdf ing'e,'for this feemetri to' be no fleightpr'ejage ofthe 
ipirituall builclinge " into' trie which they were (hortly

afierto.o* krotghrand-choferi, by that high auxhalftib* 
lute workman. .'5 • •. 

Thus mall he doe in. the moft Itronge ftoldej; wttha v( rf. )% 
ftrattgefrod. He<loth further proceed to make this king 
fetiterklowne by other t>f:&* doinge.5 : for tbefe wordes 
ertan anlwere tpa.ftertit^jeftion wberbythoie thingdi 
formerly of thetemp-Je* jbuUdihgtiuay ie»meiitle no agree 
with and to the Romanes; for wc know that Herod be* 
(lowed all that coft of his owne. The Angel tht-i fore 
roecteth with ir, 9s if he (hould fay , 1 would not have 
you to think rrc to avouch.)).. that the Romanes did or 
would undertake anic thing wiih.theit owne handes,eoft 
er meanesj but whaifoevct hcdidiniheholdes of the 
flrong God, be did it all at the charge and traucl of a 
ftrangc <yod, that is to faic » of a cenaine inferiour ma* 
giftratc , which held his place rather by force and cy« 
rannie then by anie lawful lauthorhic, whence he fhall 
worthily be uidged a (hanger, or Grange C/od. And 
who can be ignotanr that Herod was fuch a one , an 
Edomitcby birth and a ftrangei , who had no right at all 
of law full author hie over the lewes . ? Wherfore the 
Romanes mould doe all by his mcanes, whicii they con- 
ferred on the houldes of ibcftiongGod : that isio (ay, 
which they btftoweduponthcrcfloring of the Temple: 
for thcleare the holdcsof the God of forces,whcnceheo 
privily fendeih fuccour to his owne people.and yeeldeth 
help unto them inodverlltie>as the frequent and fervent 
prayers of the (air &s doe rmmifeft, w her by they labour 
oil they can, that God would heart ard htlpc out of his 
temple P(, 18.7.10 which purpofe alio is that of the Pro- 
phet Amos 1. 2. The Lordroartih out of Sion and 
uttcrcth his voice from lei ufakm. And it is manifeft 
whatfoever was done in the building of the Temple, it 
was done by the authoritie of the Romane Empcrour, 
but; yet by thecoft and travel of Herod, a 11 range C7od ; 

that 



that doth Herod himfclf acknowledge in an oration to 
the people concerning that matter. 
/ Arnongft oilier opportunities and meanes of fi- 

nifhingfo great a work, which was a tcrrour to manie 
men* mindcS)hc rekoneth the friendlhip of the Romant 
•by ths benefit wherof he fpccially trufteth he Aral bo 
able and fitting to bring all the perfection which he had 
purpofed and propounded to hirofclf.^ Now faith hc> 
icing by Gods providence Iobrtinea Xingdome and 
have leifurc,rcady monie and great revenues cornming in 
& that which is moftofall.the friendlhip of ihe Roman*, 
the L?rds of the world. I willdoemy endevour *c. 
lofep, Antiq.li. 1 j.i+. Sec how he aiuibuteth the great- 
eft patt of his meanes to the frienduYip of iUeRomanes> 
wherof nee made more accounte then of .his lcafurcor 
ready monie at will , which yet he more evidently decla* 
fceth, when as after the work flu ' :(hed, ha did dedicate a 
golden eagle of great waight upon the great dorfe of the 
templc,thc arnics of that King,by w hole favour and au- 
thoritie/hatftrange God had (hewed himfelf fobounti- 
full upon the holdes of the Almightle God. Andhi- 
iherroof his works towards God. Now infpcciall 
What manner of one he mould be towards men, Whom, 
faith he. he fhalaknow ledge, he (ha! increafe with glory, 
for all authorise was in the handes of the Romanes from 
the fit ft touch at that ntoviucc* He by his legate Scaurus 
did preferrcAriftobulus the younger brother both to the 
prciclthood aud the Kingdomc. He alfo by Pompcy re- 
ftorcd H-rcanm agiine , he made Antipatcr the Edomite 
the goveinour of .all ludea, and appointed his fonnes 
Phalaelus and Herod to raigne, who but he confirmed 
Heiods will and tcftameut,and declared not Archilaus 
his fonne for kmg.bue graunting him a moytieofHerods 
jurisdi&ion, made him a ruler otitic people ? 

That which of late belonged to one now by the ap- 
pointment 
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pointmeneof this King, who might doe whatsoever 
him lifted, was divided amonge fowre , Philip and i Aqt> 
>as and Salome doe enioy equall portions with Ardu- 
ous. Iofcph, Antiq. lib. 17.C.13. fo he dcvided the land 
for money and the hiftoric makes it raaniUft, that this 
King madi more acconnt of talent! then of rcafon and 
honeftie , iuftice ami ea.uitie. whofoever brought tna 
greatea weight of gold did ipeedbeftinhis fuite. But 
chatbuyingand felling is »* all oth.r themoft memo- 
rable,w hen after the ovetib. ow of lerufalem Vefpafia Sc 
Titus emperours had fawoufty ttiumphed , Cc/ar write* 
from Rome to Lib«riusMaximu3>appuutt<Sd governour, 
tomakcfaleofallrhelandof thelcwcs : Ioftp;ofthc 
Iewes warre.lib,7.c.i*. Hihcr without doubt had the 
angel refpecTr.givlng ui this for an infallible mark of this 
kinge, that no place may b. left aiiie m6re to doubt of 
hisperfon. • , . - ,

Hitherto have wefpokenof the fitftof the three op- 
preiTotirsaswcediddiftmguiftthem in the Analyfis or 
Rcfolution. The fecond and third doc folowe , tho 
prophecieisbutmort in the (econd , very large in the 
third.bccaufe it did more concerne the Saintfts to be vfiy 
well fortified againft hit iyrannie,a*wemall(eeintha 
cipofition. Our learned Broughton doth feperate thofo 
wordei from the former with a prefixed title , for tha 
argument in a differing character to this purpofe. The 
third expedition of Arttiochus into Egypt againft Pto- 
lomcus Philometor. Bin we mewed in the *6. verfe bei 
fore, that there was no fuch third expedition , which is- 
grounded upon a wrong Interpretation of ^thc *y verft 
of this Chapter, neither is it confirmed by the confen* 
of aniehiftorie : alfothefo wordes ateflatte againft it ; 
for the King of theSoath foal provoke thii Kinge and 
• £ " fall 
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fall upon him with his fpightfull homes : buttheKing 

of E>gpt attempted nothing at all againft Antiochus 
from the time or his departure out of his country at the 
commaundementof the Romane legate. The Ptole- 
mies thought the mfi Ives happic men to be delivered 
fro fuch a grievous cniinie by the royall authorilie of the 
Romanes > (bfarre they were from provoking him to 
battaile. Befides, this conflict (hould be at the end of 
the JCinge : but Antiochus toward his end had all his 
warre againft the Eymaitans or Pcrfians in the eaft , not 
againft Ptolceroie in the fourh. In the hundred foi tie & 
third ycerc of the Kingdoms of the Greekes liee left E- 
gypt being therto compelled by the authorise of the Se- 
nate , at which time in his rcrurnchegrievoufly tor- 
mented the Iewcs , but two yeeres aftethe raged mod 
cruelly , fending Apollonius ,to root out utterly the 
Iewifh religion,if it were poffible. At the beginning of 
the hundred fortie and ffventh yeere > when he thought 
to break into Iudca > it (odcinly came into his minde to 
commit this tafke to £yfias,and himlelfe to go fiift into 
i'erfia, from whence he never returned alive agaiueinto 
Syria. 

Shall wee thiuft up together fo mainc victories , and 
thofc of fo manie natiom, which the angel amibuteth to 
the -King of the noi th,into fuch narrow (heights of three 
ycercs and a fewmonthes more at the moft,and in the 
meanetiiwc not think them worthie of one woidcs cele- 
bration or praife, by ihc hiftorioginpheis ? Amiochus 
furely after the Romanes had reftrayntd him f»om ma- 
king warre where he lifted,and that he muft of ncccflitic 
lay downe his weapons , fecmeth to give himielf over to 
that monftrous ryot , which Aihencusdefcribeth in tho 
wordes of Polybius. He had roonie enough for that 
wondrous pompe, after he had robd the temple of Ieru- 
faleroofa thouiand eight hundred talents, in his returne 
' ' out 



o ut of Egypt, wherwithall in the pride & haughtmeffeof 
his hcatt he imagined, he could make the land navigable 
and the fca palTablc on fdote. i.Macab./.ii. And what 
elfe now (hould fuch a man doe , borne to no thriftincs, 
buttowaliowhimfelfcinthemyre&puddleofhisowno 
filthie plcat'ures , who had an injunction for cefTation of 
armes. ? And fo Polib.in Athcn.Dipnofeph.li. J. All thefe f 
thingesjfaith he , were brought to patTe , partly by thofa 
thinges which he had fcraped together out of Egypt.aftct 
he had deceived the young kingPhilomether with a feign- 
ed leagne,& partly by the help of his friendes,but he had 
pilled alfo very manie temples. But to mak* more, All tha : 
noble acts which ateherafece tehcarfed of the kingdf 
the north,doe call us back to fome other befide Antioch: 
We are not to think that the Iewes calamities had an ead 
in this one mas tyranie.or that they needed no other cau- 
tion againft the enfuinge evils. The Angel fwearcth in the 
revelatio that that (hould be finifticd whichGod had pro* 
mifed by his prophets iri times paft when the (eventhAn- RiV- io.$ 
gel fonndethc.io.7.6cthis lond is the laft period of time 
which fhal put an end to all prophecies. But among tht 
Prophets there is not anic onc,to whom God haih impac- 
ted at anle time raor« plentifnll revclations,either of lon- 
gorcontinaunce, or of more exact knowledge of all par- 
ticular mattcrs,then unto Daniel: neither is it likely that 
there mould be no remainder of comfort in the prophe- 
cies for the people of f^od,whom we kno w he hath de- 
termined at the length to joyne to his Church , when he 
hath gathered the remnants together. Thele things doe 
I fpeak to this cnd>becaufe I fee other learned men to rc- 
ftreine thofc things which followe within the boundes of 
Chrifts inctrnation,howfoever they confefle ingenuoufly 
and confime by arguments , that they can no waies a- 
eree to Antiochus. But I trow U mall evidenly ap- 1 

pecre to anic roan embracing the tittth without con- 

m\m> (hat itis the piupolo of the fptoit tortus plac* 

Eii 
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tQCprnprife in a (bort abridgement the whole cftate of the 

people of t,he Iewes ill q cbntiuuall orderly fucceffion 
even.tQthe dcond coaming of Chrift. Lee us corps 
thcr/ore to the wonics , The time of the cud wherof 
mention it made in t,he hi ft place, (heweth manie middle 
matters to be pvcrpaiTed ,. and that a paflagc it made to 
the laft thingei ; yet not to the lajt and vtter ruinc of this 
King , the Romane Emperour , but to his Aiding gloric, 
andendofhisvnbridelcd power, wherby of late he did 
whatfoevethepUafcd. Neither did ailje remarkable ac* 
cident fall out betides thofe thinges already fpoken of, 
aftci; the defacing of tbeCitie and featuring ot the nation 
\fy, Adrian, which handlqd thprt^jundcrsof this people 
in like maner as VefpaJTian , had; their father* not manie 
yearesbefqre. JufUy thcrfore doth he paiTe w»h fo fwifc 
acourfefromthofctimesto the weaKcued and decayed 
empire. A title before t,he end thcrfore of the flpiuifliing 
Uqman^erppjre^theKingpfthcfputh) that is the Sa» 
iacens,fl^ll. encounter him, which with their Captainc 
Mahofpet did fiift roak 1 ' an invafion in|o the Romano 
Dominion out.of Ataxia and the; foutherlie places necrc 
adjoyrunge, 

T^ljc, beginning of thUrrpftile and violent; aflTault was 
a^^.thf;ycf.^.io(Kun4rcd arid, thirty , which in. tnprjt 
lime til out fq happily vmo them, i that w»liin kfl'c ihen 
ihiuy yt^rfis they. got from t|)P Romane empire Jerufa- 
lem, a|l Syria > Africa aitf the greater Afia, The Spirif 
doth f]{Jy iikWiAM atl 9'^ f P a beaft that (irjketh with 
IWtr hishQrqes.juh^g.iaithhe,, #*,fi>l!.p.H(h.at h.ini, he 
GiaU,fQ, vyantonjy and ptpudly. ipfaU* n e .y*her with iU 
fucce^enorw.ithlfjirefofce then the w,i|debe*(\s ttfetp 
dpe , wbpfe fccngth is all in their homes. Great was the 
infolencie.of.trieAgarenf, who hearing that (J.puftancc 
the ^rnpcrouij had prepared a qavie againft them • fta 'd 
not uilfc fli|uldi>urfue and invade th«n» but prefently 
'-*-•* M mc 
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came flyeing vpon him intoPhenice in Lycia , and over- 
came him in a great battaylc by fea :Zonar.. {lanfianf. 
Afterward for (even years together they vexed his fbnne 
Cooftanlimw Pogonatus,and in truth great pri dc benr all 
their forces againft the royall Chie, which they moft 
•agerly aflaulted as manie years almoftasthe Grecians did 
Troy of old , as (corning the leltcr townes and judging 
the miftrifle alone worthy,to the which they might intend 
their journey with earneft defire. But thou wilt faie then, 
If theSpirit would fall downc into thefe timcs,why doth 
hcpaiTeover the Goths, Vandals, Scythians and the 
Other northernc , rude and barbaious people, by whofe 
invafions this RomaneKing was weakned and wtatied 
before thefe Saracens fel vpon him. 

Becaufeitwashispurpoieto touch thofe oppreilbuts 
onely,whichmouldibetroublefome to the people of the 
Icwes , which fuffred no great lofle by this wafting of 
Europe , moft of them remaining in Africa and Afia. In 
which places being free from the Romane yoake , they 
ferved a new flavcric by fnbmitting themfelves to the ba- 
feft Agarens. So the holie land in times part , the Iewes 
countrie , fel vndcr their dominion at length. T he Spirit 
thcrfore raaketh mention efpecially of thefe by whom the 
Iewes were to fuffer moft hardftup. Neither doth he in 
this place detect the Iewcs by fuch wordes as he did be- 
fore when he had to doe with Antioehus ; for the legall 
worfhip being abrogate by thedeath of Chrift, for which 
the Iewes to this day fo eagerly ftrive , it cannot be that 
they ihould fuffer anie thing for godlines lake , for which 
caufe the Spirit ftiould (peak of Religion opmtiled , as 
it fel out vnder Antioehus, wherforehe vouchfafcth the 
Iewes no mention at aii,onely he rehearfeth thefe enemies 
whom they fhould findc burtfull and grievons. Such is 
iherforethe King ofthefouth. The Xing of the north 
is defcribed atlarge by hii preparation after the maner of 
E 3 awhiilo 
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a whirlewynd, and by his wailike inftruments of all forts 
then by his happie progrefl'e in this verfe. 

But who is this lOng of the north? Not Antiochitt, 
as we have before declared fufficiently , though the fame 
title of the ICmgofthe north be given to the Kinges of 
Syria. The omer notes will not fuftcr it as the infuing 
cxnofirion will manifeft. Neither is it the Romane de- 
fending himfelfe againll the Agarcns : for that ( At the 
time of the end ) did belong to the declining of the R.o- 
wane Empire , but the King of the north doth grow into 
great authorise from this beginuinge, as the words Mo- 
wing doe flaw : which rcalbn alio enforreth that this 
bickering rauft of nccefluie be referred to feme other 
time then thai which went before the comming ot out 
Lord Chrift : for thcllomane Kinges did as yet flounfti 
and grow more and more , ntirhcr at that lime had attai- 
ned to his height and maturmc. But this warns fel out 
aboiuthccndoftheflourimingofihcEmpir*. It is not 
then to bee doubted but that the King of the north it 
the Empire of the Tutckcs. Wc know that the m- 
ward parts of the north did caft out this bafe rabble 
into the world through the ftraights of theCalptan Lea, 
which at length looiing his rcines for libertic, mightilv 
afftilcd our continent on every fide , and doth in thclC 
daks violently anault us as it were a whirlewinde. But 
who it is againlt whom the angell faith, He (hall come 
acaintt : the King of the fouth ot the Romanc , u may 
be doubted of: As a whirlewiud, faith he,(hall he tall 

vponhim. 

He vanquifhed indeed the Empire of the Saracens m 
Afia, but the weight and fotce of his tyranme did lye 
efpechlly agunft the Romanc whom the angel maketh 
the common butt to both Kinges , both of the north and 
fouth.ro pearcc him through with their darts and wea- 
pons, as the hiftoiy fhcweih evidently, Havroge ihet- 
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fore found out theadvcifaries,let us fee in the feveiall 
parts how the defctiption will agree. He (hall "invade , 
faith he, a whirlwinde and tempeft fuddeinly ,1'pecdily 
and mightily fhaking and waftinge all thinges, whole force 
can fcarfcly be anie way avoyded but by flight, which 
indeed agreeth to none more fitly and truly then to the 
tuikiihtyrannie from the yearc one thouland three hun- 
dred , when he began vtteily to overthrow Cities , King- 
domes, armies, Irtycng along and fpoylinge ail that come 
in his way. 

Theoutragioufncsof the Tuiksdid as much exceed 
that of the Saracens, as a violent tempeft rufhmg from 
above, excecdeth thefiercenes of a heart piifhuig with 
his home. The violence of this beaft ma) be avoyded by 
flight or reliftaunce , and our men have rt-prclTcd at length 
the infolcncic of the Saracens > though with thiir great 
trouble and lolie : but it ii not in mans power to oppole 
the terribienes and force of the whukwindts , Horn 
which itis hard in aniecorners or coverts to make nn tf- 
cape. Whence it came to parte that our wanes have not 
fo much putoffthefurie ofthcTurkes as provoked it : 
neither is anie better to be czpccled vntill his tyrannic be 
cometohis appointed time. His warlike inlUtmems 
arc chariots , horfmen and fhippes : the hooked iron cha- 
riots weie in frequent ufe with the Auncients, as it is ma- 
liiftftboihby facredand prophanchiftork:The Romanes 
flrft (awe them in the warre of Antiochus, and aftor 
that againft Mithridates : They ftroke great tcrrour at the 
flrft.biu afterward they were derided and fcorned »t Vc- 
gctiusfhewcthjbook. $. 

Wherfore the Romanes never vfed thefe chariots, and 
while they bote the fwaic and vanquished, others alfo 
caft them offasvnprofitable on every fide .'Here theifore 
he doth rather allude, to the uuncient Cuftomc, then 
firidtly determine that the Kinge of the North would vie 
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fuchakind of armcs:ynlcsperadventurethcfe chariots b« 
wagons and other cariages appointed for the armies rc- 
moovals wherof the Turkes vie abundaunce.though they 
have great plentic of camels. They may alfo be referred 
to thofe great gunnes which are drawnevpon whceles , 
which doc refcmble a kind of chariots , fpitting fire. The 
Turkes abound in hocfemen i they bring mote of them 
into the warres then almoft all ihcChriftian princes joyncd 
together. . 

They have alfo very great navies well furniftied at their 
plcabucs ; for they were not contented with the boundes 
of Ada, but ptoviding (hipping they failed into Europe 
withadefiretofubdue and concmere our world alio. 
He wanteihthen no kind of preparation , wherwithall 
the Angel faid he fhould be furnimed. The fucceffe is 
fummarily fignified in the laft wordes : And he (hall en- 
ter into the Counti yes and (hall overflow and paflc over, 
that is.Thcy (hall goevp on the bredthc of the earth, as 

Iohn fpeaketh Rev. xo. 9. 

Thcfltft wordes thcrof doe fhewe the largenes of his 
tyrannie , for it flial not be conteincd within the boundei 
of one Countrie , but he (hall (prcad himfclfc into manic 
regions, The next wordes (hew his eafie victories, which 
flialbeeasfooneandas cafily gotten,as a low grouffd is 
foone covered with an overflowingf of waters. The 
third (hew eth the fafetie of his viaoiies wherby he may 
freely goe hither and thither in his concjueredKingdomes, 
and ir» regard of his ftrong holdcs which he (hall pofleilc 
hemaygoe, and come, palTe and repaffe>w«hoiu anic 
fcarcofhoftilcinvafion or home rebellion, vnlcflc the 
word cnabar, pifleover, doth fignilic fome declining 
or le flcning of his po;ycr . as if the Angel would affoarde 
fome hope that his tyrannic flwuid not be perpetual!.

At the feme time felLroauie countries:, Conjpgena or 
Syria* Antiochia,Darnafcns k alfo Tripdlij.Berilluj, Sidon 
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and alfoPaUftina^witbaU the region by the fea cpaft even 
▼ntp Egypt , ; wbich all now fitft came* vndcjc the'TfetkKn 
'tyrannic. Yeikifo came to pane by $vinc provhjqiCjt 
that he medled not with Edom , Moab or Amnion, for 
that is the cheife of the children of Ammon j as if ha 
mould Uf , he Wasrfoiarre from filbduiog thefc countries 
that he had no power oyer their utcctawft cpattcs, Wo 
know theferegious doe border upon Iudea, Edom to 
the South, Moab and Ammon toward the Eaft, and by 
one common name are at this day called Arabia.the third 
part wherof the Turk vexed , not being content to open 
himfelfc a way into Egypt, through Syria , Iudea, Palettl- 
na. From the time of that expedition, Perfiaand Europe 
cfpcciallyi did hold him tacke,fo as his warfes proceeded 
that way no further. 

Were therfore reftcth the Tutk on that part of tho 
worlde , by which fixed boundes and journey,as it were 
drawne and laid^out, the Spirit leadeih us as it were foote 
by>f ootc , to finde out this Cruel beau. Bur thefc landcs 
were not free from Antiochus, who bad the tuition of 
them , as it Is mahifeft by Hircanus the fonne of IofephiU, 
who attempting manic things againft the Arabians , and 
fearing leaft being brought vnder the power of Antiochus 
he fliould pay for his cvill deedes, tayd violent handes 
upon himfelfc , Antiochus enjoyed all his poiTcffionj. 
Iofeph. Antiquir. lib. 1*. /. 

Afterward the Romanes with their Captaine Scaurus 
pierced in even to the rock of Arabia, much' more did 
they bring tndec thcit fubje&ionthofe countries bprde* 
ring vpon Judca, Iofeph. Antiq lib. 14. 9. And againo 
Auguftus Cafar fent Alius Gallus into Arabia to Attempt 
thofe nation! and countries. Strabo lib. 1 6.in Arabia, but 
vnder Trajanus Arable was made a province , as Sextus 
Ruff. Hiftor. Antitjuir. lib. / . de Confoltbus, It could 
not botheifore (aid chatthele nations mould efcape out 
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ofihc handcs either ofAntlochus or of the Romans, but 

onely of the Tutk hirnfclfe , who as a Channel hath 

theft wafts to t eftreine his raging billowes with thefe 

Shoares. 

VctCi*. tsfndhefcallftttch firth his havd vpon the 
countries and the land of Sgypt Jhall not tfcape. 

The Angel yet gocth forward to declare the grcatnes 
of this tyrannic in catainc particular provinces amongft 
which he fpecially and by name exprclTeth Egypte fitft 
of all and fomc other regions of the 'Continent , as 
well becaufc thelewcs did there especially live in exile, 
to whom this comfort was che.fly intended , as alfo bc- 
caufethe conqutft of thefe countries mould , asitfec- 
meth , be the Jaft. 

To Ilrctch the hand then is to offer violence , to make 
war re and to vanquifli arid'to bring into fiibjec*rion againft 
their wills, this rage and tewpeft was to fpread ir iclfe 
Into divers countries , and the Chriftian world hath at 
this day wofull experience of the truth of this divine 
oracle. 

Egypt wns one among the reft which fliould bee van- 
quifhed and fubdued ro this empire; which that fame 
Zelimus , of whom we (pake in the former vctfe, 
brought vnder his fubjcclion in the years 1 $ 1 ;. He had 
indeed intended and prepared his voyage againft the Per- 
liani But when CampfonGaurius the Sultan of Egypt 
had taken Aladinus his nephew on the brothers lldc, and 
had fent a proude^ anfwere to Zelimus , who deiired 
peace whilehewasoccupyedinhis Peifian warres.tho 
Turk on the fodaineturned all his forces againft him. So 
Jiaving flainc himfelfc and fcattered his armic , in the 
province of Coroagcna , he gave not over till he had 
pearced into Gautius his Kingdome, of Egypt, through 

Syria 
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Syria and Ipdca, and although it did valiaumly defend 
it Jelfe, hedir) }Vtterly ovetthrpweir and tread it vnder 
foote. Aritiechus indeed attempted warre againft E- 
gypt ; but he was conftrafoe^ to depart without doing 
of any thinge , for all his attempts were retrained by ont 
comminatoiie warring of thjc Romans, io as he was faync 
to tclmtjuiihthat which he hatj gotten , as Iofephus An- 
tiq.lib>u. 6. 

How (hall we then a'pplie thefe things to Antiochus, 
Who wasfarreflioitof the (ucct/fc of this King of the 
North. The Romane did enjov this Kmgdome, yet 
not by ftretcfang his hand upon Egypt as the Tuik who 
overcame it by force and armcs.but fay tight of league and 
coDfcderacicas.allhiftorians report. Now to hnd out 
the trtie events , we muft not onely regard what was done, 
but after what rnaner and fort alfo,w Win the prop'hecic 
isaseerraine,asmforcfttwij7gc ike thinges themielvcs, 
which areto be done,

Thefe wordes doc more fully mewe how Egypt 
fliould not efcapc, that is to fay , it mould be fubject to 
h.sw.11 mfttch tortashemay freely prey upon it, make 
havock and fpo.lcof it , which we find this Zelimus did, 
when he had taken Tomumbeius Mamatucus , who 
had made himfelf *ing after Gaqrius his deach , he 
tried him with a tedious and fliarpe examination about 
his treafures before he would put him to death. 

What hidden treafures will not he find out and carry 
away, which conftrcimth the King himfclfe by torments 
to bewray all , how crualiy did hc^gc againi/ the com! 
won peoplc,who had no regard of Majeftie *himour?Of 
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very good right did the Spirit raafcc mention oftheWd- 
den trcafurc , for the (htcllingc and finding otic wheiof 
fuch a deale of emeltic was vied. 

And when there was no more gold , leaft anlc thing 
Ihould be waritinge which might further his defies , he 
caried away more then five fymdwd families Our of all 
Egypc,fpcci«Hy out of eke Citie fckeraphls 'ef therwoft 
wealthie and noble rankc, bcfidesagreat' mydtiujebf 
women and children of the Maraatukes » whom ho com- 
maunded to be flainc every one. A kinde of ,mcn indeed 
worthie to dye an evill death. No fache tbin$ewaa 
ever done by Antiochus. And allthbtjgh the Rontons 
had power over the treafures of Egypt , which fhek with 
greedincs and crueltie extorted m all places b'y kTl mo 
mcanes they could , yet this power was not of the fadinge 
butoftheflourifhinge cftaceofthe empire, whofe time 
is now handled, 'arwe hive fecne, In the, betfhnlngj'of 
the 40. verf. Whatfoever thinges therfor* are ticrc men- 
tioned , as fome waies agreeing to the Romanes > wee 
(haUfyndc much differing in time, fo as the diligent and 
attentive reader cannot deceived. 

As concerning the Lybians and .Ethiopians , who 
fayth hee, lhal bee at his fteppes : tberby is fignified that 
thefe nations alfo lhal ferve the King of the Northe, 
whofe fteppsand goings they lhal obfetvq* and (liquid 
ioyne themlelves as companions in his expeditions l*y 
bia is a common nam* of the whole continent cf the 
third part of che W0,rld, which is now callqd Africa :& 
it is' a .tpcciall nunc of acertainc part of the counttie, 

* which agiine is diftlngui|hfldir\t.o two other Lybfcws, fo 
as in the whole it is three folde. it hath not his name 
ofLybiathe wife of Epaphns.or anie fuch like as the 
Grecians would have it.butof Lehabimb.y contraction.

TheEtbiopians heere or Gufhim whofe father was that 
fontwof Cham Sen. 1 o.d\ Aird although the Cufhit* 
didiinhablte farraand wydc, in Afiaand Africa., yet they 
feem by a common and general! name.to be (pccially 
pointed at which inhabitefroro the South of Egypt to 
the feaward. The Angel therfore faith that thciena- 
tiom mal folowc the tritfofh enfigncs , or at lcaft the 
Turke with his fteppes (ball come unto them , chat i* to- 
fay,witfi hi*Emiflaries,kaflkw*s, Begoes and Agoes and 
other mciTengets, which heufcth as fteppesto oveminne 
fawe diftam places , and to bring them under his fubje- 
Aion. And wee know alfo that a great part of Afiica, 
befide Egypt:, isnowpoflelkdof thtTurkat this day. 
ArcadcroiisBarbaroflathe tuikiiheambalTadour didder 
prive Maleaflcs the tfingof Tunnfcof his Kingdom, 
whom the Emperour Charles the fitftrcftoredagainein 
theyeacc 15 JJ. who fnty cares after had pecafion againe 
to faileto Argicrs in Africa to keep the Turk bufied in 
farrcdiftant places to bridle and reftreinc the inlolencie 
of hil.-laicvidtorie in Europe with Come loiTes in Africa, 
if it. might bee. But Cscfarnow arrived not with the 
likehappicfuccclTe as he did before, for the thhd day 
there arofe fuch a terapeft and violent fall of raine , that 

he loft manie of his fhippes., gunncs and all other provi- 

iion, 
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(Ion , yea he wanted manic thoufandofhisfoldicrsi 
wherby he wasconfttained to depart without doingdfflO 
thinge,and to leave that whole province to tho Turfces.

38.5. .Now if thefe thinges be applied to Antiochus 
wc (hal fee a wonderfull difference. • He had no com- 
imnndover Egypt alone.much leftover the Lyhlant8c 
Ethiopians whom he never came neereuuto either ty 

himlelf or by his mcllengers in anie warlike expedition* 

The Romanes were of old the Lordes of all this 
countric , but in their prime flortfti of their Kingdome, 
not at the time of the end, whither the Angel hath all- 
ready brought us as we did before.

Hitherto of the profperous affaires of the King of 
the North, now folow the adverfe , and flrft by tydings. 
All rhe former paflages have fiiewn unhinges paft all- 
ready : for fincc Atuiochus>thc Romanes , Saracens and 
Turkcs have playd their pars cs.who with giievons cala- 
mine* have wafted and at his time doe waft thelewes, 
partly while they reteyned the religion given them from 
God,and partly whilft ro this day they doe wickedly ob- 
ferve their ceremonies abrogated long agoc. But thofo 
thinges which folow from hence unto the cnd,doc (hew 
u$alfo of thinges to commas it will eafily appearc by the 
particular expofition. We have often times inconntrcd 
that opinion which attributcth all thefe thinges to An- 
tiochus.to that intent truly that it might appeare in everic 
particular, how much it wand reih from thetruth.wee 
are yet to proceed in the fame ., that we fuffcr not out 

fclvcs 
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fclvcs to be deceived by it , when we {hall fee the diffe- 
rence and difagrecmenttherof on eyerie fide. I doc not 
rhcrforc findc what tydings from the Eaft mould trouble 
him.except happily that rich temple of Diana in Elanoif 
did trouble the man : yet that moiTiiagc was more to 
provoke his luft in coveting ; then to (hike anie feare in- 
to him . And what need wast there to goe thither with 
mchacruel minde , utterly to deftroy all , whcrcgold 
and not bloud was fought after. Neither was there i^'Adj 
Anie forcible attempt to anie private nuns goods , but <t- 
onely to facred wealth , wherwith the Iewo* often times, 
being more lcaloully arTc<5led to their facred and holic 

thinges, thenthofeof Elanoics were, redeemed both 
their lives and libertie. And grannt him to be Antio- 
chus Epiphanes , was hee fo madde or, belide , hirofelfe 




Our learned Broyghton fawc that thefe tydings, 
were no way likely to trouble the man,and therfore hcq 
taketh in the Parthian. warn: which Elorus^porteth toi 
be bctwecncPharat.es and AntiochutiVho King of Syria,, 
in the Abridgement of Z/iviua / 9. but the learned man 
was decived in the name, and refcrreth that to Epl- 
phane$,which was proper to Scdctes many yearcs after, 
Liv.li.45. fheweth Epiphanes to be dead,butfhat which 
he mentioheth of Antioch.j, 59. belonged* 19/ S'edctes* 
asitismantfcftoutofluftinaUo > who (hcwcthAmio.i 
chus to have departed , who had to doe with Popilius 
the Romanc legate in Egypt,attheend of the34.booker 
but the Parthian warre was of another Antiochus mucrj 
younger , the brother of pemetrius r that was living and 
taken by the Par thians, ofwhjch warrp hec entr^ateth, 
in his 3 8. book. That is therfore a vayne Parthian 
watre,at no hand to bee referred to thofe tydinges.

Thcftrangenesof the word which is no where elfe 
vfed tn the Scripturei.end the convenience of the matter 
made me- thorowly to obferve the notation thcrof,which 
tometh to be compounded of three wordes , Aphand 
Dm.andtheaffixeofthcthirdperfonTthe wrath of his 
judgment > M if he would (ay.Heemall plant the taberna- 
cles of wrath, whciby he lhal procure vpon himfelfe j„dg. 
ment & cvcilafting deftruclioja moft /ignificac word vfld 
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ofpurpofc, asitfeemcth, moftdivincly to comprehend 
in a breiffumme admirable confolation. He (hall indeed 
attempt deftruc'tion vnto others,but the mifcheif (hall fall 
upon his owne head : he (hall findcand feelethaiin him- 
felf which ho intended for others. 

Reverend Broughton faith , It is a Babilonian word of 
frequent vfe in cue Dabilonian Talmud ; but it may be 
thelcwcsdid often infert the word, found in Daniel 
in their writings in that (ignification which thcmfelves 
moft fancted,though it were not in common vfe with the 
vulgar Babilonians. The fit compofuion of thefc He- 
brew wordes doth nuke this opinion more then pioba- 
blc. Now for the place of the waire , he faieth,Betwcert 
thefeas: but where abouts is that ? or rather where is it 
not? feing the whole land is an Hand i he thcrfore re- 
ftieines this largencs in the next wbrdcs;ln the moan- 
taineofholiedelight,inthe..jountaine Tfcbi, oftheRoe 
or del'glu , that is to fay in the land of ludeo , as wc havo 
feen before in vcrf.41. Hence let us take knowledge 
which feast hefc be the river Euphrates and the Syriach 
avme of the Mediterranean fea , as in the 71. Pfalme 

vcif.8. 

And he (hall have dominion from fea to fea, from 
the river vnto the ends of the earth: for firft the lewes 
(lialbe here gathered together who now live as exiles and 
out of their owne countrie. All the Prophets (peak of 
ihis recurnc which ihey (hall advaurice and take in hand, 
noi for religions fake , asif God could not eUwhere be

He wilcompaffe the campe of 
the faints faith Apocal. zo» 9. and the beloved Cuie> But 
Eztfchiei moftplaynly faying. Alter manie dales thou 
malt be vifitcd in the later ytars , thou malt come into 
the land which is brought back from the (word and K 
gathered out of manie people , again ft the mountaynes 
of Ifrael , which have been alwais waft , when he fhdbe 
brought forth out of the nations, they /hall all dwell 
fafelyj andthcie is muthmorecha.jS.S, 

The tydings thei fore out of the Eaftfhall call the ene- 
mie into the holic land: not to Chinais whither Antic. 
went , nor to Babilon whither the Romans wcnt>to be 
revenged upon the Panhians • fo as if there were no other 
nut Jc of the King of the north bcfides the very place of 
thewarre, his peifon could not be concealed from an 
attentive reader. 

The ifiue ©f th? warrc wi1 bee moft lamentable , for he 
mall come to his end and none mall htlpe him: becaufe 
it fhalbee brought to pafle not fo much by mans power 
and foiccs as by Gods owne mighiie arme,gloriouily (he- 
wing it (elfe from heaven , as it is Apoca. 10. j. But 
fire (hall come do wne from G»d out of heaven to dc- 
vourethem. And lwil plead againft him, faith Ezich. 
3B.i1. with pcflilenceand with blond, anditwil rainc 
vpon them and vpon his bandei,and vpon the manic peo- 
ple that are with him an overflowingc ra'nc and great 
hailcftones > fire and briruftone. What heJp and aide 
can cotneagaiuft thtfe darts and arrowes ? O Turk, tht.u 

fhaltthcrforepeum, not only the Prince himfelfe, but 
alfo the principalitic it felfe j thy name fhalbee vtterly 
raced outand thou (halt be tormented cvcrla(tingly,both 
for thy horrible impietie againft God and alfo for thy 
barbarous wickednes and crucltie againft men. 

Thou art left as another Pharao foone to be over- 
tbrowne with violent ftormes of the fitiie lake, that both

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the great name of our God may bee made more famous, 
as alio co afoord to all the Sainlts the argument of a new 
fbngc of ihankfgiviuge. Such is thctfore the King of the 
North, who when he (hall pcrifh in the holie land, ho 
can neither be Anttochus nor the Romanc, who came to 
their ends in other places.

Ghrift and it is very cataine that he ij the grearPrince>yea, 
by farrc thegreateft of all , the Prince of his ele& peo- 
ple, who haih delivered hi* church alwaies and .will de-: 
liver it hetaftcr.yct ths name of Michael here Ceemcth to 
be fome certain Angel wh.ofc rniniftaic tliy great Pripcc. 
will vfe in this battaiTc.. In the later end of the tenili. 
chap, before, hcis fpokcnof as a certainc helper, with 
whofcaide that glorious Angelaffifted.fecmcthnoiwtth- 
ftanding to complains of his (jtmg alone, There is nono 
th it holdcth with me > Caiuth ha , in thefe thinges but .Mi- 
chael your Prince. . ■ .. : 

But more plainly there in vcrf. 1 3 . And lo Michael 
one of the chcifc or firft princes, for Chriftis not 
one of the chcifc princes, asifhe were of a certaineor- 
dur of Angcls.and had a Companion of ppwer, bucall, 
the Angeli,as fervito.uts doe Minifter vnto him. But thou, 
wilt fay tn«m 1HK Acad Halharim, is not one.of the prin- 
ces , but firft of the princes , verily ,*WK is of order fomc- 
times » when it is royned with nowne,s of time , as in one : 
of the moneths.that is to fay ,in the firft day of the mo- 
neth. Leyit. 15.-24. And fo with this our Prophet, .in 
oncyeareofDariufithat is in the fuft,Dan. 9. 1. Fcom 
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whcnccinoncoftheSabaothsfot the firft daycof the 
weeke. But the lime woid joyncd with others is.for the 
mod part of number not of order>as behold the man is 
become like one ofns : Gen. 3. 22. He doth nor mean as 
the firft of us: of which Ion are manic other places. 
That may be added alio, that the Archangel Michael in 
ludc «/. Doth put offthe Divil to the Lords judgment as 
if himfclfe had not power and authoritie to reffraine 
him , which yet notwithftandinge Chrift doth exer- 
cife. Mar. 1. 1$. as in manie places clfwhere in the Go- 
fpel. 

Neither is it likely that the Apoftlc , if he had meant 
Chrifl.wonldnot have called him by his proper name, 
efpccially when he doth bring his argument from the 
greater,whofc force is much 1 diced ,if that which is grea- 
tefl of all , be not called by his owncbur by a farrc in- 
feriour title. Yet doe I not fo difpute of this,as if I 
meant willingly to contend with anie man about that 
matter, but oncly to finde out truth,whetof very great 
care is to be taken as much as may be>even in the (malleft 
matters. Neither is it of ncccffitic that things mult bedone 
by the rainiftetie of an Angel from heaven , in fuch fort 
as no part therof mould be acled by man, but Chrift 
may raife and (lineup feme excellent man in w'hofe per- 
(bn he may prefent a vifible Michael , as in that battaile 
of Michael and the Divil in Apocal. n. we have fecne; 
But whatkiudeofmintileriefoever it fhalbec, in what 
roancr this Prince (hall come prepared and furnlflied to 
thebattaille, it is at large declared in Apocal. ip, n. 
Secondly whence he mail deliver , is from fuch a trou- 
blcfome time , as was not the like from the \ beginirg 
of the nation vnto that veiy time. The Tuik is al- 
waies intolerable even in peace, reft, and vacation , how 
outragions wil hce bee > when he flialbee afraid of his 
owne ovcrthrowc ? He hath ftriven clfwhere about

fomc Commies , or at the uttcrmoft about the Eru- 
pirc>but now he rr.uft fight for his life , where he mod 
titherovercome.or die not oncly undergo* the yoak ef 
fubje&ion.bui be utterly deftroyed and die with citrcme 
tormcnis. He h-.th often times in vaine caried,al- 

moft infinite forces into the fit. Id : how will hecbefur- 
tfifhed new, when hefhal perceive all now (halbtc hazard- 
ed at once forever ? 

Out of theft* (freights of time , anie one maic eafily 
tonjcclure what horrible turmoiles , the Cruel beaft ftial 
make, bur alio on the newcand Chriftinn peoples part 
there \?ilbccno Idle grievous a tryall, when they ftal fee 
this horrible and featfull ttmpeft,immediately to follow 
the faiih which they fo lately had prof^flld ? For they 
may imagine God to be angric becaufe they have for- 
(afcen their fathers religion and have embraced chriftian, 
which their ancefters did fo hate , theifore the Spir.it 
doth foretell the grievous troubles of thofc times, leaft 
anie man by the fharpenes therof mould fall from the 
troth. God doth vfually turne tbe rage andfurieoftho 
adverfarits unto his owne praife and glorie , if other cf- 
capes be (topped up, he opceth a pafladge thorow the fca, 
bringeih out of the lions den, and prelerveth fafein the 
fitrie furnace, neither doth hee ftill the raging waves vn- 
tillwee fee our (elves allmoftloft : \JVhc1f4ue as of 
old in £gpt , to (alvarion will now fodainly ftiine forth, 
but then efpecially when ail thinges fcemc dcfperate,and 
pall recoverie. 

But how is this affliction rnofi grievous t of all 
former oncly which fome one greater mould after fuc- 
ceedJnot io,but of all without exception, for it fhal out- 
(Irippe all the forn er ard it felfe mail be laft.whichan 
f vet lading deliverie fliall prefently folow,for hert unto is 
joyncd the rcfurredion , after which no calamities 
is to be cjrtntfcd of the Sainfls. litw thcrfoie ihould 
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it either agree to either Antiochus or Romane , who, 
whatfocver roifcheifc they did, it was but a flea-biting to 
this mifcrieof a thoufand fix hundred yecrcs , wherin as 
yet thf Iewcs doc lye buried* 

But thisfitorfliarpfaflaultisnotcorncas yet, feing 
thedelivcrannce.isnot yet happened,which fhal fall pu« 
in the uiidfts therof. Who (hal bee delivered , they arc 
firft noted by their nature,thcn by grace : by nature, Thy 
people, By grace, Every ono thatfhalbc found written 
in the book. Thatfheweth the nation of the Itwes, 
which were Daniels pcoplc,comming of Iacobthe famo 
common root and (lock. So in the beginning of the 
verfe alfo Handing for the children of thy people : wher- 
by he tcacheth that this deliverauco in not prcletly but to 
be expected in their poftcritie , namely their Children, 
but how manic agejafrcr,(lul appearc afterwards. 

This prophecyc thcrfore is proper to thclewes,but 
thence it will notfolowo alfo as proper to the time of 
Antiochus , feing the Icwesmaie be afflicted as God* 
people , howfocver they luftec not for Mofaical cere- 
monies , as it will fall out when they come to the faith. 
I would that worthie Broughton had coulidcred this, he 
would not have fo drawnc all with a wiye neckcunto 
Antiochus. 

But thorc fhal bec alfo a choice and difference in this 
people : TheiredeHveranncc (hal not be Co confufed to 
biingall to eternal Uifc, but thofc ontly which together 
with this outward fafetie from rhefe great dangers , fh.il 
bee by faving faith adopted for fonnes,whofe namejGod 
in his eva lafting decree hath written in the book of life, 
for.it is not in him that willcth or runneth, but in Cjod 
that fheweth mcrcic : neither is it in our power to receive 
faith or bclceve,but is oncly theits who have the eatneft 
pennit of election. It is very likely thcrfou that fome 
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ofche Iewes wil held (o otftinately fhcir legall rlrctand 
inftifUtioDi, that neither with the famous deliverance of 
their nation, nor with that txceding gloiie whetwith 
the ttmh fhal then flomifhjWill they itiffcr thcmfelvcsto 
be feparated from thcit (upi tuition. 

tAnd njatiie of them that jleep in the duft of the earth 

jhalavtakf' 

Such hath bene the ttublous eftate whence they fhal 
be delivered} The condition into the which they (ball 
fhift andpaile, is waking out of the dull of the earth, 
which is afterward layd downe by a diftribution cf 
faincts and reprobates in this verfe ; aud agaim of fain As 
alone in the next verfe. As concerning the wskingc, 
all our cxpofitours that I could fee, doc refer it to the 
laft refurtectiunof the bodies. Some Itwes contrail' 
wife doe apply it to the rtfton'ngeof the Church,which 
they f.ic fhal bee in this world* Wee mud freely and di- 
ligently fearch on which fide the truth is, all prejudice 
laid afide. It maketh againft ours, that all thefe thinges, 
namely the end of the former chapter &h" ill verfe of this, 
ara fo linked together in a continuall coutfe and order 
among themfclvcs, for that is meant by the band of rime 
in the beginning of the chapter , At that time fhall Mi- 
chael the Prince Hand vp , ai if he mould fay. At what 
time the k'mgc of ,the North fhall pitchc his tents in the 
land of tfebi Iudea it felfe,the fhall that great trouble op- 
prcfT« them , then fhall happen this admirable delivc- 
rauncc,then Hull this rcfuriection be accomplifhed: thcr- 
fore howfoever in other places paffage may be made 
from the birth of Chtift to bis fecond appcaringe, yet 
in this placoit cannot > where fuch a band doth corac-in 
betweeuc. 

And vnlcflc we doe allow of this connexion, what a 
huge heap would there bec in the prophecie , what a 
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gulfe to let fcape and fkip a thoufind fix himdred years 
and more* I know not how manie, cfpecially which 
hath gone fo leifurely and orderly to this very place and 
wascheifly ordeincd for the Iewes t to whom he arToar- 
dcth no comfort atall, if he parte and flic prefently from 
Chrift tuft exhibited vnto the latter end of all thinges. 
This one thingc may feeroe fuflicitnt to refute the expo- 
sition not onely of this vcrfe, but alfo of all which ours 
doc bring vpon the ten laft vetfes of the former chapter* 
which they wil not have reach beyond the fir ft camming 
of Chi ill , w hen as yet the Angel hath gone ftep by ftcp 
through all ages from thence at wee have made ic plainc 
I hope. 

Seing iheifoie all thefc thinges are ncccfiarily cou- 
pled and joyned together among themlelves, if that voy • 
age of the King of the North into the land of tfhebi,bc 
either the expedition of Antiochus or the Romanes into 
that counttie , then this rclurrcdion which immediatly 
folowcth , iscithecnot proper, or if it bo proper, then 
that expofiiion of Antiochus and the Romanc is not true 
and natural 1. But you will fay , Let us haiatd the lofle 
ofthatcxpofuionrathct then fuffcr this of the rcfurre- 
&ion to be taken fo from us. Let it bea contihuall or' 
dcrlyprophecic, letitbemutt upatlcnght with the laft 
refurreclion ; but the Angell wil not have it fo , who 
fpeakcth fo exactly as if he did it of purpofe Co meet with 
this Change exp^lltion. 

Manie ofthem, faith he , that fleep in the dud (hall 
awake } the rcfurtc&ion (fo ptoperly cailcdjis common 
to all, as manic as from the ntft Adam doc flecp 141 the 
dud, but when this is onely of fume* it is manifcftiobc 
fome other then that which is pioperly fo called. But 
fome will faye, Some are put for all. Once happily or 
twice in Rom. J. 1 f . 9. But we mud not Hart horn the 
paturall figuificationbut where there is ncceflui* of the; 
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figurative here nothing inforccth to leave the proper ; 
but contrariwife there is a neceflWcto rcteine it; for 
feingthisrefurrectionisthe fame with the deliverance 
in the former verfe.made indeed out of the bookof life, 
after the manner of the rcfutrccYion, and being of on. 
onclypeopleofthclewes.aswasobferved before , they 
are laid well,Manie to Be awakened , when the men of 
one nation and not of all mankind do atife: therfor© 
our Broughtondoth not well tranflateir, for the manic 
ofthem that fleep in theeatth oftheduftfoall awaken, 
for the manie is as much as the multitude or the uni- 
vetfall ofthem that deep* j alltogether from the roinde 
and purpofe of the prpphecic.' . 

So dangerous a thing it is to put-in ante thing of oat 
owne in doubfull placei,which are rather to be left puro 
and intire,then to be prejudiced by anie additions. It ma- 
keth fomwhat alfo , tHat the reward of the bed here, is 
much inferiour to that which all (hal have thire at the 
laft, in the refur region all the rightcons (hal mine as t ha 
funnc in the JCingdomeof their father Matth. 1 5 . 43 .but 
in this they whofc rewatdisgreatchVhalnot exceed the 
brightnes of the ftarrcs. 

But they, faith hec, that tnrne manie to righteofnes 
(hall be as the ftarrf for ever and ever. Its a manifeft diffe- 
rence betweene that and the heavenly Crowne. Befides, 
which juftific, faith hee, intimating a place for doftrine 
in this rcfurrc&ion, wherby godlicraindes being indued 
\rith the knowledge of Chriftdoc enioy trucrighte- 
oufnes and holines , when as in that laft rcfurre&io'n, 
prophecie ftatfceafe.and all this poilicie wherwith tho 
Church is now governed upon earth, 1 .Cor. 1 J . 8.anjl 
laft of all the Angel both knoweth and teacheth others' 
the 4aieof t,hUiefurreclion , as wee wil (hew In the laft 
vcrfes of thjs, chapter : for the end of thefe wonder* 
wherof they inquire afterward Vvctfc 6* and*;dom fa- 
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dude this refurrccVion,thclaAtermeoFthe former prt> 
phecie and a thinge worthy of admiration: but the day 
of the laftrefurre&ion is hid froti the angels themfel- 
ves , yeafromChrifthimfelfcasthefonneofman, much 
more from Daniel or anic oihci of the Prophets Marc. 
/ 3 . i i . Thefe thirges theifore make againft the proper 
expounding of ihewordei. Calvin objefleth one thing 
«gainft the figurative, which is the reftoring of the church 
neitct will that Hand , faith he; which is laid , fome mall 
nic to lifc,others to frame & contempt, if this did onely 
agree to the church of God, finely none (hould life to 
fhamc and coRtemptc. But umaybeanfwered.Thattho 
church ha field mingled atlcaftwiih tares among t ho 
good cornea net not alteguhcr without bad fifh>a houfo 
not without fome vcflels to difhonoui : wherfore it is 
need full to prefetre fome particular riftoring of the 
chtuch, before that gcncrall ckpoiutbn of the geneiall 
tcdirreclion. Nethtr'is the cettcihti'ccjtf the bodies rc- 
furre&io any whit at all weakened thetby. This doct line 
is confirmed by other fciipturcs above all exceptions ; 
and this very place whofc proper fenfeand meaning wc 
have eletred doth make lorn what dlfo for confiiming 
therof. The Spirit of God would'iiot fo often and dill- 
gently ufe thisallcgoricall reftmblacc, if )t did not therby 
declare the i hire mould rnoflaflurtdlycoet'o partem his 
time. Other wife it were ainafic matter to avoid, alltho 
promifes confitmed by this type > as no whit more cer- 
tain* then, the refurrcftion wherof thcrd Is litle 6r no 
ope at all, 
But the holie Prophets doe leave nO Darlings' back, 
whilft they bring the matter grounded upon rnanifeft 
promifcs.and reded upon by aflured faith to continue the 
iaroe.Faith therforc joofeth no thing, although it doth in- 
gcououfly acknowledge what is due to «Very place. NVhat 
is this rciurrcclion then ? the full reftoring of the Icwifh 
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nation & their vocation to the faith in Chrift, for fo is 
our Converfion to God often called , in the Scriptures} 
the time flial come,faithChrift,and now if, when the dead 
flial heare the voice of the Sonne of God , & they that 
heare it fhal livc.Io.;.^/. Awake thou that Aeepeft, faith 
the Ap.Eph. J. 14. 6c arife from the dead & Chrift fhal 
give thee light. But the Iewes fpcciaUy ihal rife by bclcc- 
?ing& rifingout of their troubles,of whofe reftoring 
the world hath title hone. The mightiehand of God wil 
raife up thefe dead carkafles.elfe it were incredible that 
this duft (hould live agalnc:wherfore theApoft. fpoaketh 
of the Icwe$,what fhal the receiving bee but life from the 
deadKo.it.iJ. tspurpofcly btiugng light unto this&r 
fuch like places. This refurrec*W6 then is the fame wherof 
ihc Apo. fpeakes c. 10.1 1. 1 5 ,for this followcth the utter 
overthrow of Gog & Magog, thatisprcfcntly added to 
the deftru&ion of theTurkes,as we have expounded! fe 
both Gog cV thcTurke doc make thefame encmic, as wee 
have fhewed in the Revelation at largc.This is that refur- 
fection wherof Eze.c. 57. with thisonety difference, that 
Ezech; defctibcth the firft convcrfifi of the lewes by life 
reftored to dead bones & Daniel exprefleth their firftcfi- 
verllon by the tydings out of the Eaft, and therforc the 
battle of Gog and Magog doth folowe the refurrcftion 
with him. But in this and alfo in the Apocalipfe , it doth 
go* before it. This is that revocation of the Shulamite 
wherof inGniticl,6.ii.i j.RcturneO Shularaitc,rcturne, 
lhat wee may look upon thee ; Or rather that wifh that 
folowcth (for the renovation doth rather bclonge unto 
the tydings ofthc Eaft in our Daniel J O that one would 
give thee as a brother unto mo fucking the breaftsofmy 
mother , finding thee without I would kifle thee , yet I 
(hould not be defpifed. So as an, admirable con* 

fent of Scripture doth thine forth every where to con- 
sume a matter altogether vnknowne to the world, fie wo 
have expected nothing leilc then that almoft thefc manic 
- ■• ' u gencc 
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gcnera'tons. Such is the refurre&ion then , the dillri- 
Sution of them that rife doth followc,of fome to ctcrnall 
life and of others to fliame and cverlafting contempte. 
Forascpnvcrfionto Chiift is fpecially called rcfurrc- 
dion, yet r.otwithftandig the generall deliveraunce 
from enemies > which was common to the whole* nation; 
doth in Come fort refcmblc it, w hen they flial lift up their 
heads and (land upon their fcct.who lately were troden 
under foot of all, and were alnoft brought to dull with 
the weight of their long and tedious afflictions. 

Out of whom , thole whofc hearts the Spirit fhal 
endue with love and fai:h,flul furely awoke nnd come 
out of the graves having now obtcincd the dkniiic of the 
children of God. Who foal enioyetcrnall lifc,tiot onely 
becflufc they (hal have the fruition therof in heaven » but 
alfo becauie there foal bee a perpettiall felicitic in earth, 
not to be fteined with former troubles of the former 
ages anie more , but it foal continue pure and fpdtkfle 
until their departure into heaven > for now wil (jod 
wypeall tcares from their cics, and there foalbec no 
rqprc death > not foiownor cryingnor paine , for the 
former th nges are patted away Apocal.ii.4. 

But the reft who being partakers of the deliver 
rauncc foal yet pcrfift in the wiclced blindncs of their 
hearts,they foal rife indeed , but to ctcrnall deftruftion* 
feing after this time there is now promife ofmercieto 
them> and of calling them to the faith, wherfcy alone wee 
apprehend; and laie hold of falvation : for all the tewci 
will not give content to thtfarhe truth,bui fbme of them 
will prcfeverc and pcrfift in' their ouldhardncs of heart, 
howfoevcr God foal give a clecreteftiroonic to hisfonnc 
by fubduing all their adverfaries. There is no place 
thcrforelcft in the new lerulalem for the fcarfull and 
unbeleevers and the abominable and rourtherers and 
whoccmongeis and fercerew and idolaters & alllycrs*

which is fpecially fpoken of the obtluiate and hardened 
Iewes,allthough the men of (he lame ranke in all Other: 
nations alfo (ball bee in the like eftate and condition 
Rev. U.S. 

J . tsfvd thy &*! *** wife Jbtlfimtt; fa j Verf i\ 
brightttes ofthefirmAtHtnt. . ... -j. .. , 

The other d.fhibut on of them th»t^ ite^is of fajnets 
onely , wherof fomt be people tome' bee the teachers : 
both arc illiiftratcd byaliroiUtude , they of the fit ma- 
mcnt,tht(c of the ftarrcs. For I doe agree with learned 
Calvin ,who taketh Hamafochilim intianfitively.as alfo 
alhleaftcr in the tenth vtiie, where with out doubt 
knowledge is not tied unto teachers , which rhence ap- 
peareth,bccaufc Hamafochilim, the wife,are there oppo- 
fed. Lerifoagnim to the wicked , for onely the fainfts, 
& all of them are irticly wife , butthe wicked , allthough 
ihey cxcell in pollicie , craft and (ubtiltie.in all trades & 
cuftomes of living , yet notwithstanding ate emptie and 
void of all found and true wifedomc.and are in very deed 
(aid to bee foolcs, as Salomon doth often call them. 

But now all the people and whole companie' of the 
faithfull foal bee pure & cleane,foininge wtth bewtie of 
intire holines, like vnto the firmament it felfc, whither 
nocloudeafpireth, noranieearthlie pollution afcendeth 
to caftanie afperfion ofblott tberupon. The firmament 
is often covered all over withthicke cloudes, and takefo 
outofourilght.butheereitisfpoken'of, not asitofrttt 
fcemcth tous,butasitisin its owne nature. 

Butthcy that juftific others by tcachinge, admo- 
nifoing,exhortingc,rep,ro*vingeandcomfortinge,which 
arc parts and dtities of the Teachers, and they which 
enioy publicke office ih rhe Church foal bee the folidcft 
end cleared parte of their fphcarc and compafle, and foal 
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become mining ftarres wherwiihthls firmament dial b« 
bewtificdandadormed , themfelves in the meantime 
enioying the cbicffcft gloris. So in the firltchtiftian 
Church the miniftcrs were ftarrcs , which one like the 
fonne of man walking betweene the candleftickj,dd 
bcare in'his right hand, Apo; mo. 

Thcfo teachers of thc'Icwcs rtial enioy like glorie, 
which att precious ftoncs in the Apoc. ii.ip.vhctof is 
built the wall of the new lerufalem. 

It is to be obfetved here that the Doctors an4 
Teachers arcdefcribed by that prefent dutie not formerly 
paft; for matlcdikim doth iigftific them that doc juftifie, 
and not that have julhfied or turned to righteoufnes > by 
which argument we have (hewed before, that the laft re- 
furre&ion is not hcere intended in rjiis place, where there 
wilbec no ufe of prefent teachers , but the former paft 
labours onely (hall be rewarded. Furthermore we maic 
obfcrve> that here is a l^lFc reward both of people and 
teachers then that which God hath laid up for all his 
owne againft the laft daie. who thai bee like as the 
funne. 

If therforc the Angel doe heere now fpeak of the 
grcateft glorie of the faints, why fhould he fignific it by 
the rcfcmblauce of the firmaruente? befides whaifingulac 
thing have the icachcrs,if.thcy atteine to no more then 
that which it common to the teachers here in this life ? 
Thcfe are all ihxrc} a« the place even nowfpoken ofdid 
teach us: but now tfury arc, alio called angels whofo like - 
ncs and limilitude feemethto be the higheft top of our 
felicisic and happincs. Indeed they aic colled angels 
but by rcafon of their minifteric onely,and not of their 
prefent glorie. The Spirit thetfore would fhtw us by 
the Rewards thcmfelvcs , that this is fome other refurre- 
ction then that which (halbe of all men at thelaft.

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Hitherto is the, fiift part of the chapter, nowheco m 
mtthtotheuft.wheitfuftisaCtalitigconfiftingofaprc- 
ccpt,& the putting in of a tacitc & dole objection* 

The precept is of (hutting the, wordes and fealmgthr 
book even to the lime of the end. But how fhould this 
btc? Should Daniel keep it to lunfelfc alone fwherfore 
then did he commit it to writing/ The Angel wouldo 
have him write itimlufame wordes, and after the fame 
maner which he had received it , to ndde nothing of hi* 
pwne by way of cxpofition tp cleere the matter. Daniel 
knew well how obfeure anddaikethefc things' "would be 
to the readers , and hclumfclfe vndei flood the whole 
matter very well , as he witnefkd in the beginning of the 
vi(ion,aud he vndeiflood thc ( thipg,& j had ui)dei (landing 
of tKc.viilon ch.io.i.thetfo^e the learned and eloquent; 
man could have fleered the obfeuritics'with fuch wordes 
if he might freely have done it , as none of the fimplcft 
fort need to have bene anie where gravelled iheiat. But 
the Angel dothnotgrve this libertie but commaundeth 
to wrap it tip in the lame obfcuiitie whet with helawe it 
covered at «h<; fitft delivenc therof from liimfclf. This 
doe I take to be the true&ptoper meaning of this (hutt- 
ing & fealing 1 : for Daniel had heard thcfe thingcj of the 
Angel,neith« had hceanic other way to mutt the up but 
by writing obfeurely and not in open&playne termes. 
JJut wherfore doth he bid (hut up the wotdes and leal 
the booke ? Are the book anct thefe wordes the fame 8c 
all one 3 It eften cometh to pafle that fome Chore and 
litle wtitingc is called abookc,as the booktof the gene- 
ration of lelus Chrift Mat. i . l .6c fuch 1 ike. But happily 
heere in fhisplace thewordtsarc this vtry prophecye,fio 
the beg'nning of the tenth chapter, & the book all his 
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vilionsin geaccall which lie is commaunded to hide in a 
profound ftile,hard to be knownc and to put them to- 
gether in a bookjaftcr God had laft fpoken to him in this 
kyndeofvifions, but the former vifions were alrcadic 
written beforc.fo as it is better to referre > words and 
bopke,to the fame thingejvctfo, as the thinges fhould bo 
kept clofc and not b,c hid for ever, but onely to the time 
of the end ; of what end ?, Of a perfect end, or foono 
after to be perfected : nigh at hand , as it feemeth and a 
liile before the end,whcn thinges lately buried inobfeuro 
ejarknes fhal be brought forth into open light. Daniel 
might have objected , that fo the elect fhould bedo- 
prived' of the fruire of a mod holic and divine revelation. 
The angel meets with it.as if he mould faie , Let not that 
trouble thee, for manic (hal come to and fro, and 
knowledge fhalbc increafed,that is to faie,although thefo 
rhinges l?c hard and difficult , yecfome wil take great 
painei in lurching out'thetriith, and by wife difcourw 
gather one thing of another, wil level very neerc,yea and 
hit the mark it felfe,and will much incrcafe knowledge \ 
which thing indeed wee have feene come to paffe both 
in the Iewcs and in our owne mcri,who by diligent fearcri 
h-tve found oat manic remnants of this gold fcattering 
heere and there, and therby have brought much profit 
both to t hemfelvcs and to the Church, 

But for what caufc would Cod have thefc thinges fhutt 
up for a time ? 

Firftthac the wicked by felnW fhould nOtfee.andby 
hearing (hquld not heate , Whctfore Chrift fpake in pa- 
rables to the vnbeleeving Iewes, and Iohn was com- 
maunded to feale op thofe things which the thunders 
uttered. Apoc. 10. 4. 

Secondly, That fecuritic mould not growc up«n the 
Saincts by th'e expectation of a longtime , to whom the 
opinion of an end alwaies approaching fliould bee profi- 
table, 
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table, whereby they may have their Lampcs alwaycs in a 
readines. 
Thirdly,that there might be a teftimony of Gods truth 
in thofeauncient times, when the wicked at lengirh (hall 
know that thole things were foretold many ages before, 
which themlelvM doe finde raoft true after it is too 
late. , 

4. Laftly,becaufe this obfcuritic (hall not take away 
all understanding of the Saincts,but (hall whet only their 
diligence in fearching, to whom tho Angell promifeth a 
further profiting and proceeding, feing by their godly la- 
bour and diligence, God doth make over to the godly 
all his myfteries & fecrets in Chrift. 

tAnd f Daniet to«k$d & behold ttyo 
Standing, 

Soisthcfeating,now followcth thefirftdefigningof 
the time ; the preparation whereof doth propound unto 
as two other Angels , and tho place whece they ftood. 
The number feemeth to be added for the confirmation 
of the whole matter. In mens Courts God hath ap- 
pointed every matter fhould bo efablifhcd by the mouth 
of two or three w'unclTcs, Dcut.19,15, After the fame* 
manner the mora are Cent, that the matter might be mors 
confirmed, and humane infirmity regarded & provided 
for. Now might the Prophet try his right by Law with 
the Angell if he had deceived, or the thing foretold him 
fhould not comtopaifc. The place where they ftood 
was at the bank of thcrivcr,onc at one fide of the bank, 
and the other on the other fide.aad the river was Hiddi- 
kel,aswelearneby the 10. chap, vet fe 4. the third livee 
of Paradifc.Gen. z. 1 4. 

It is not certainly kuowno whether the Prophet wcr« 
bodily prefent by thin river, or the fight (hereof wera 
afoarded him after a prophetical manner. If it be this* 
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j^rc is forot groat nutter mftjwhy this alone (Hould be 

offered to his very viewe above all the tell, but if he wetc 
bodily pt«ilnt,which I father thinke , Daniels company 
flying away for fe«fe,t hap. 10.7. neither can kbewith- 
out c«ii<e,rhat hcmakith mention rather of the river then 
of the region and country: And we (hall (eeaflurcdly 
that of the fowrc virions, which were fhewed to Daniel, 
three of them were at the waters. And not without 
pood cauftjwhetmvifions doe forettiew the affaires of 
nations and people to be done in ages to come , and wa- 
ters do^oth Iiye|yrefemblethetroublctcrme4tni0tnsof 
worldly bufinefles, With the variable and inconftarrtcon- 
dition of people, and alto thereunto arc frequently ufed 
in (criptuic,asin tzcch.16.1y. When 1 (hall make ihee 
a defolatc citric, by bringing up the deepe upon thee,and 
j>reai waters (hall cover (her. But waters doc drier ac- 
cording to the diver fity of the things thereby iignifkd. 
fn-thc nift vifion the 4Wie Windes of heaven ftrove 
upcHu he great <ea, and fowrc great beafts cametij) fiom 
tfru- 'lea, chap. 7. 2. . }i because as the Sea ij the collection 6c 
gathering together of waters , fo there was inttcated of 
vhe matters of all people, which fhonld all be diftuibed 
^fh thefefow re Kingdoms. 'Th« (tcondvificmwas-at 
Viaijnofi%but only a river imknowne, not fatv>ous,not 
fett out with any note at all of any exccllericre , fo in that 
vifion rhe Empircof the whole world was not mtrcatcd 
offibuffomc particular nations, the Mtdrs l Fcifi«ns ) arjd 
Grecians , in which riieorb^hecy ftbppcthhisfttrration,

as flowed out of Paradife,eve as the matters thelin hand-

The former viGony*ercalfo (hewed for the Chur- 
ches fake onely , but they declared fltmiiftring nations. 
Firftxtho fowre great Monarches , afterward the > M«l«, 
Pesfv»»s,& Grecians: This alone Are weth the full delive- 
rance of the holy people , and therefore they wen grven 
at the iea and uninowhc Waters , Ilkrcp pwpwf f ™ 
account with God:but this was given atthe holie River, 
that he might more lively fct before oitr ej}es the condi- 
tion of rhatauncicnt 6c holy people, by the c^aion of 
gracec SuchaRivcrtheiforcisit. Now,the Angels doe 
not (land both on one fid*, but are fevcralty piaced,and 
keep both the barikes,bccaufc God defends this people 
on every fide by His Angels , to whom he hath given in 
charge,not onely 19 becarefull of feme of their mar ten, 
and careles of thereft,but to perfeft «U things which do« 
concede the (afere of his eke*. This .S a gttat comfort 
in time of fo long a divoree , when they uriderftand that 
their God carethlK the, and that there remameth a feed 
of eleaionampny ft thetn,though the blind world fcethic 

not,as being far rd jhicjden from mens eye*. 
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The conference of the Angels followeth, and firft a quo- 
ftion before, which wc have both the pcrfon* propoun- 
ding it and to whom. The prdpoundcr of it was pqc of 
the Angcls.which ttood at the bankes. Both doc not en- 
quirchy words , although the defireof know ledge of ic 
w« common to them both. It was fuflkiem for the one 

torcclvc the aniwer , neither was lit material! whicfcof 
them demautided it \ Therefore whilft one rpeakctb,the 
other cxpeiUtfi in filenco^rnodefily-obferving order, the 
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authour whereof trte holy fpirits have alwaycs before 
their eyes. 

The Angdl whom he enquire^ of , was clothed 
inLinnen, to wit , garments , for Badim arePricftly 
c»rnunts,m2dcof fine Linnet) , peculiar oncly to the 
Pric ft, whence liappily they bate their name for V* JW, 
is a fole and lingular thing that doth agree bur to or}e,& 
thircfore the Pricfls arc noted by theft garments , as 
Doeg is faid to have flaine fowrefcorc and five pcrfotis 
wearing aXinnen Ephod, / .Sam. 22.18. David went be. 
fotcthcAikin fitch an Ephod , i.Chrd. ijf,»7,.'but it 
Wascxtraoidinary > and he that was a'per'peuial'l typeof 
Chrift our King might for a time joync or ufe a Pricftly 
habit,roovcd thcrto no doubt by divine infplration. But 
as thefe garmens did belong oncly to the Piiefts, To were 
they proper onely to theholyplace^ fot "whew he was to 
j^oe hom trjealur, although in tii* facred Function they 
were to beputt of,ahd oihm puiton,'Lev\6\/i/ yet the 
Levites fecme to have ufidtium in carying the Atkc 
from the houfeof Obed Edom to the 1 cittie of David, 
J.Chron.ij. ij. yet it may he t^efc, ga/roents' were not 
the Baddim of the Prieft$,nor'thatEp1vod of David , but 
frmc fpeciall ornament , for joye arvd folemnity of the 
time , which David wore in comrrion with the Levites, 
whofeduticitwastocarry iheArk, as if he had longed 
And leaped for joy to be counted in the number of the

The other two angels eeh of them kept his bankc, 
looking to their tafks cnioyncd,butthecare of all lay up6 
this , and therfoteas the Spirit moved vpon thefirft 
waters, fufteining them in tharconfufion by his mightic 
power Gen .1.*. fo Christ watcjieth over the affaire* of 
hisChur£h>Whicft wbbld quickly tome to viter ruincif 
they were not Supported by hrs power. 

But it is to be obferved,if this be Chi ill > tyichael is 
not,ror hee doth playn'y diftingu'ith between himfclfe Be 
Michael in the endof the tenth ch*pter,and there is: none 
that holdeth with me , faith hee 1 , in thefe thinges but Mi- 
chael your prince. 

Such are therfore the perfons conferring: the Que- 
flion itfclfe,How longe ftialit bee to the end of thefe 
wondersJthat is to fa|eiwhe(h»l theeM of thefe w cinders 
be?lhe Angels doc defue to be hotild and ptie into the 
fecret inyftcricof redemption, unto which carneftftudid 
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they might privately give thcmfclves , and enquire thefc 
t hinges apart, if their example wcce nothing pcttinent to 
kindle and enflame our induftrie. 

Who therfore can without great blame be negligent in 
inquiring after thefe thinger , wherof he Teeth the angels 
.io greedie^ though excelling in mnlttylicitie of know- 
ledge of tillages. Neither is this their ignaraunce feigned: 
for to what end (hould the anfwercr fo earnestly fwearc 
in a matter of no doubt.for theirc fakes cfpecially did ho 
fpeak focatneftly by alteveration , knowing that Daniel 
could not vnderftand his anfw«re. And wee know that 
the Angls,thougU they be of an excellent vndetftaudingc 
of all things created, yet are ignorant of manie (hinges 
till they be further informed. For they are not onely 
ignorant of tho laft date, but alfo of that manifould 
wifdomeofGodm^erpyfteneof the Gofpell> whjicri 
ir now made know neb y the Church unto principalities 
and powers in heavenlie places Ephef. J. lo.Theydciut 
to have thefe things (hewed unto them,wherby they 
might the more raagnifie the great and (tighc creatour 
foij his infinite wifedome. v '• ;. >

Theanfwereis confirmed! by an oath » the forme 
whsrof isexpreft by ^efturc, and Wo,rdcs r , The, geftura is 
the lifting ur>»f both haade* so heaven .;*,; That »$ to fay f 
towards heaven. It was an ancient cwrtonic in fwearingo 
to lifiup-thc right hand to heaven,as if they would call

As often as the name of </od is to be vfed , the roinde 
is to be raifed vptoas great a reverence as may potfibly 
bee^and how much more of us mifesable mai very duft 
andcarch , when as the nrightieand.holk Angels doe fo 
prepare and difpofe themfdveset the very mcjtrion of 
uim. Ohyon^moft fihhie hearts which doe in mockerie 
pollute (lis holie name jtn yourcomon talke. Thelb- 
JemiK* wordes arc by him that livech-for ever. In all in- 
vocation, when the mind c is not capable of the divine 
exceeding guatws,an attention js fpecialiy to be fattened 
on that pat t , as 1 maie fay, which is molt powerful! to 
kindle and ftitre up our ptefent fa'u'h. Wheras now 
therfore rhc times are ipoite of, he mod fitly bringeth in 
God living for ever.wiio can beftof all bearc wknes of 
the appointed ipedodsof all thinges, whofc alone « etet- 
t:itie it ftlfc. 

But now let us come to 'the matter k ftlfc j which fets 
downethetimetwo waics,bothby acettain diltributio, 
andbya Full difperfion of the holie people. The dif- 
tribution is n<otc gcncrall and indefinite , which may 
aS'WclJ agree to anicage,for whatage is fhcre wherin we 
tnatenotHndea time, anus andahalfe? But *he other 
momber,andwhunhe(halhave accomplifhcd to fcatter 
chepoWer oftheUwlie people , All thefe thinges ftnl bo 
accoroplifhedi doth revoke that ge'neralitie vnto cer- 
taine boundes,neither doth it permit a wandring into all 
ages,but makes it proper to one certaine : as if he ftiould 
lay , All thefe things flial have an end^not at every time, 
times and half atime,but at one cettaine time , when hee 
ftial snake an end of fcatter ing the holie people: which 
plaine and perfpicuous fentence tnakc6 me -think that 
thofe f hinges can no waics agree to Afuiochus. 

For although we giaimt the time ofhisaffliclirigthe 
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Church to fall fitly into this distribution, wherof not- 
withstanding we fhal feo by ajid by: Had this people alfo 
attend of their calamities with Anciochus } Did that 
bleflcdrefurce^t.on and happie, happen to the lewes ac 
hisdetth? What fcauecing from the fitft beginning of 
.the nationals comparable to this t wherof they have had 
now luch miferable experience thefe manio ages fincc 
their crucifiing of Chnft ? It was not more grievous to 
beafflicted in their oWne councrie, then to be Scattered 
through the whole worldc: to want their countrie,goodj, 
ettates& liberties, and to hold their lives at other mens 
p lea('u res w her fovcr they, live.- befides the diliributioti 
fitteth nor. 

The moll learned Ttcmdlius doth Co render it. After 
an appointed time, appointed times » and part of time. 
The wotdesarc thu* properly : At, or for an appointed 
time , appointed times and a halfe. For I thinke theft 
is no where ufed but for an halfe or c quail part of an- 
other. But before where the fame matter is handled , it is 
Vphelag guiddan,and the divifion of time.c. 7. *;. I con- 
feireit,but becaufcthe word phelag wasdoubifull, this 
prophecie being more plaine , as the latter alwaics ufctn 
to be, doth by name exprelie : what part hec meant and 
ipenkcth of before, fure halfe. Can we then after this 
fafhion devide the time wheriu Antiochus tftli&ed 
thclewes? Our writers doe reftrre thefe thinges unto 
thai time wherin the dailic (acrifice was taken away by 
Anuochu*,andthw abominable lacrifices of tho wicked 
gcnTftcs were fubltituteand put in liew therof. But his 
time is fane from die accounts \: Por this abomination 
laded bur three yeares and ten daies at the moft: The.ijv 
daieofchcinoncchChi{leuinthei4j. yeatc thisimpictio 
4»c^an i. Mac 1.(7. and in theyeace 1^8. the 1$ daie of 
the fame moneth,the abomination was put awaie and the 
pcmpleclenfed) i. Mac. 4. 51 therfore ifoncycarcbc 

a time 
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a time , 1 yeares , times , ten daics ar« diftant from the 
halfe 171". daies. 

But Iofephus doth exprefly confirmetheaffiduiticand 
continuance of the daily worfhipp to have ben inhibited 
for three yeares and fix moneths , In bello III iaico lib. 
1.1 i. But the Macabean contrarie, That day the heathen 
had defiled it , in the lame daie was it made new ngaine, 
lMa.4,j4',whcrc ate then the fix moneths of Iofephus, 
if it were reftored , the fame day that it was defiled ? 
Therunro Bgreeth the fecond bookeof Macab. 10. y. 
That day the temple was polluted byfliangcrs > on tho 
very fame daie it was denied againe. Yea Iofephus 
himielfca more falthfull witthes elfewhere contradi&ed 
himfelfe. ; 

And they offrcd whole burne offrings,faith he, upon 
the new altar and that fell out upon the (amc daie whet- 
in their holie things had beene prophaned truce yeares 
before Antiq.libiii. 11. See hoW exquifuely he fpeakctb, 
fliewing it alfo to bee the fame day of the years notof the 

Weekc. 

Thcrforc the true time of this abomination was pre* 
cifely three yeares onely , we made mention lately often 
dais more , but by them was fignified the beginning of 
thafwickedenterprifc revealed } What then came into 
Iofephus minde to make an addition of fix moneths 
more ? Surely, as it feemeth,from the mifunderltanding 
ofthisptophecie, which hee thought to b§ referred to 
Antiochus,he would have fitted the time againft aII truff 
ofhiftorie, .... 

But you wil fay » though thefe thinges doc not fitly 
agree to that three yeares > yet they agree well enough to 
tne tenne of two thoufand three hundred daics, which 
time of raging was appointed before to Ajmioehss bjr 
tho Angel cha.$. i4.for if w* allow for atimc6;7 daicfc 
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made up wanting but onccky.Tiuly this conje&urccdeth 
nccrci to the truth then the foimer,and fhew.cthwhata 
nccrc . cohjnn&ion there is betweene thefe two enemies, 
who have the like time of the raging allowed unto > yet 
it wardtcih much from the meaning of this proph'eciet 
for this dtfhibution is the vuy fame with that of c.7.45. 
and belongeth onto it. But th.it litis home of the 7. 
c. which is the fame with this time, is r.ot the fatpcwltb 
the litle home of the 8 chap, which is certainly Antio- 
chiu Epiphanes , and therfore wee (hall not doe well to 
confound the timi-g & to five that to gnc wbickis proper 
to another. Not to fpcok of the \ifion bf the 7^ which 
was at the T<e, but that of the «. ; ght at the iiv*r of Vlai r 

& thofc inthcfevcmhwcrcwiiitcintHccomontonguo 
of the heathtnilh Kingdome* that the comun piophecic 
might cone abroad unto all. 
. Thife in the 8. in the prrpcr and mother tongueof 

t.h.e holie ptcple ; by both which the prophet W ould in- 
iimiaieiHot flirt pj-ophicie to be more genet all , Thit 
more particular, and thofc v hich folow thence to (he cud 

of the book* 

To lctthcfcthingcspafle,rfaie : It is moft certaine* 
tjtat the litle home of the eight ch.isof the thirde great, 
Monarchic, whci of c.7, s 7. fvt hisofthegoate, which 
i* called a leopard , chap.7. 6.wich his 4 wingesand 
4 Heads, therfore hecmaketh one Kingdome with (he 
goate and leopatd. For the horncs muft not be pulled 
5>ff ft 6 the hcad*j, and ano/.h«,r mant* of, Kingdqipe ap- 
pointed of tbbfc and of tlufc, whei fore all ihcfedoc be- 
long unto the third Empire and Monarchie.which is of 
the Macedonian's. Btitthc litle fiorne of the7. chap. 
is of the fourth great Monarchic , except we will labour 
to make them but three oncly,\/hic|v the, Angel faith axe 
fourec.7.i7,cQni^afJc to the ancient hiflonc6,wnich doo 
gfJuwwJrdge no, luch djvcifuic in the ijptncf (torn tho 
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bcaftit felfe,whofcthe homes ace,nor otffecVc anie fuch 
thingin Antiochus; wherfore a new Kingdome mould 
begin from him. He reckoneih the ycatcs of his King* 
dome f torn Alexander, i .Mac. i.n.dcio conftamiy tho- 
rowe that whole narration. Surely if a new government 
was to begin from thencc.tbc Spirit had dirked his pen 
to bring theaccouurc /com his fuftpeginningc after the 
mancr of other Kingdoms. Furthctmore the litle home 
ofthccig'hchapt.doth come out of one of the fourc 
horncs of the goaic,buc the iitlc home of the 7.cha.came 
up amongc the other r:n homes. 

Befidcs this hornp reigneth till. the homes bee call 
dowue.and the ancient of dais did fit ch. 7. 9. that is to 
&ie,till all thcATingdomei of the world be overthrow nc, 
and all principalitiecorae to Cluift,as it will foonc com* 
to pa(lc after thU bUfphcmou* home be c«ut off. 

But prefently after Antiochus had not ihr Kingdome, 
at lead that moft ample one of full gloric, whom all na* 
lionsihouldferTcasit is therein verfe 14. It were te- 
dious to gather allthofethinges which mew a difference. 
Thefe few maiebo fu/Hcicnt to the underftanding and 
lovers of the truth. 

Seing therfore thefe thinges cannot agree unto Anti- 
ochus,wemuftfeekoutfome other jRTinedome, which 
wemalfindetobenootberthentheTurkifn , whither 
the prophecit hath brought us allrcadye , at we have 
(hewed. This it that litle home among* the ten, coming 
out of the fourth great Kingdome, to witt the Roroanc, 
moft famous in tho Apocah/pfc with the ten horncs. 
chap.11. 3. Sec. with whofe icon teeth and nailes o£ 
btaiTc,all tho reft were devoured and broken in peeees. 
Tho time of ihij litle homo was limited before cha.7. if. 
tnd is heere repeated againe as the but $c bound of that 
natter which the Angels demaded.For the man clothed 
in linuen ajuWcth , Then flul boo the end of thefo 
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wonders, when the blalpemousKingdomc of thcTurkcs 
dial come to in end > th«n(7od fhould make an end of 
fcattering the holie people and of powringont his wrath 
anie further upon them. 

But what fhould be the time of this tyrannic, is more 
plainely under flood by the revelation , where is given 
him an how re and daie and a moneth and a ycare ch. , o. 
1 j, which furomccomnieth to 3^; yea'ics , every day* 
being taken for a yearc , as we have there mewed. I5y 
which entire number graunted we may now vnderftand 
thereafota of the divifion , for a time is one hundred 
ycart>,iimcs zoo.y<arcs , halfc a time fo. which whole 
fpaccif we number from the beginning of the Turkirti 
powei anno 1300.U wilendat lenght at the yeafcitTro. 
but4j.rcmaine ftill,Youiirillfaie,Thcrcafonisbecaufe 
the Apocal. fcttcih downc the lafl time of the Turkitti 

name, but the Angelhtere doth fet downe the beginning 
of his ruin* and alteratioh^whichdtftruclion we dial pre- 
fcntly (cc to be let downe in his cxprciTc numbers at v. 11. 
& Ii.folowing.aswe have formerly heard. 

Firft the tydirgs out of the Eaft fhal trouble him , then 
fome yeares after his uiter luincfhal foloW in the land 
ofTfebi n. 44. Ai> Dut ,ne d.ftiibntiori ufid in _ this place 
rcachcth to the tydingsand no farther. 

Thetfore fo is the end of the 1 wonders, when ail there 
thinges fhal be fullfillcd,thac is to iaie when th«re(urre- 

fliori fhal bee, the gloric of the faints thai mine , the 
gtaiieefthettAchcis final bee chieffeft , and all other 
ihtoges brought' to perfection whetby Chiifls King- 
dome fhal hive the 'preheminence over all \ Which 

thfagci if anie wan judge to bee meant ef the internal! 
kingdomc allready obteined,he deftroicth the prbphecie, 
which it fpcclafly'converfant in foierelliiig thinies 
whl^Oiaibe'itccbftiblimed » ,' belrigpriijp'^roiert'aitie 
piaceV ahcl times V : W'fl6t alike c6m0n'toail alike i

whereof what obfervation or prediction or admiration 
can there be , as is of thefethinges which in the former 
veife are called wonders* 

It is to be obfcrved,that the fame diftribution here in 
this place ufed in Apoc. 1.2. 14. arc not of the fame con- 
tinuance, for that of the Apoca: is of 41 moneths,this of 
Daniel is oncly of 1 3 .and ccitaine dayes. 

Verf.8. f/fnd I hwMnt underftood not. Vftf %•] 

Hitherto the cotifeicnce of the Angels and the in- 
Aru&ion belonging unto them • Now he commeth to 
Daniel. The occafion is His ignorance and a queflioh 
the holy man heard, butheunderflood not. A young 
beginner is not capable of that which the Schollers of 
the uppetforme doeeafily & quickly conctive. 

A notable prooft of difference betwixt the heavenly 
&caithly Schoole. An obfeure dcclaiaton fufiiceth 
them , which our dulnes no more percciveth then the 
blind man doth the funne beames, although it be of the 
moft acute and wittitft: ('or who is more acute then 
Daniel ? Bin how is Daniel now ignorant of that which 
heunderftood beforp i Had he forgotten it ? It was the 
fam6 divifion of the fame Kingdom incha.7. and a ccr- 
taineangell being afked of the whole matter , made 
lenowne unto him the interpretation of the Wordes, 
ch.j.t6. There the continuance of the tyranineonely 
was fignified by that diftribution, which was luflicient to 
understand that vifion. 

But now another thing is demaunded when the end 
mould bee. Now- continuance of a certaine part of any 
thing.unleile we know wherethe count » to begin, doth 
leave the minde in doubt floting or wavering with a. 
confuted hotion onely. ....■•:. 

This is thcrfore that whichhedefuedto know, with 
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the expedition whereofha might comfort the tediouf- 
.iwjofhisprtfcntgrcifc. But happily he is HOC with* 
out all blame in that hefocurioufly enqdreth into the 
times. 

Indeed Chrift gave his Difciplcs a check for afklno 
fuch things: It is not for you,faifhhe,tok«ow the time* 
and fcafons which the Father hath putt in his owno 
power, A&s 1.7. and how was it that Daniel thought 
not thus ? Surely , if it concerned me to know thefc 
things/hc angell would havefpoken plaincly , and have 
fitted his fpeech to my capacity, but it feemcth he would 
have me reft in the ccrtaine expectation of things to corp 
lopalTeonc day, whereupon he did ufc fuch a folemne 
oath, & wonld have me to icarch no further when thev 
ftiall be accomplifhed. 

Surely, the angell by notgraunting hisrecjucft doth 
(eemefecretly to reprove it: yet not (o, but fomc fhould 
at length underftand thofe chhjgi , clfc be would not 
have added fuch cxprefle bounds of the matter .• and that 
faying of Chrift,is not Amply and abfolutely tobcun- 
dcrftood.but in patr.and in fonae fenfe. For Paul doth 
define cerraine times,& all thing* arc moft accurately de- 
livered to lohn in the revelation. Therefore he would 
not have his A pottles too carcfall of the times, which did 
fo little concerne their callings ♦ but above all things to 
be diligent in preaching of the Gofpell, wherein confi- 
ftcth the very life of falvation.

ledge foi everyone , beyond which we may not pafle* 
t\ tiy man ought to contcinc himlelf within his bounds, 
\i hatfoevcr notable and icmaikable thing k to fall out 
ui till the Mifliah be maniftGed in the flefh. Thou haft 
undoubted knowledge abundantly, cleerly and exactly; 
that which from that time ffcall after come to paflc , al- 
though thou fee the continual coutfe theicof unto the 
later end marked out , yet the very moments of time 
thou njuft not knpw , for thtfc words arc clofed and 
fcaled up till the time of the end. Thou muft not onely 
ftale unto others the things delivered before in obfcu.c 
remits, as thou cvncciwu of mtc , but alio the rcatpn of 
the times, for things to be done after the commingof 
Chtift is fhutt up horn thyiclfc: the undeiftanding of 
them is not to be found cut , before the appointed time 
iscemc,andthcenddrawnccrc,wheiein all thingifhalk 
bepcrfeded and fulfilled. 

This bthefummeof the Angels anfwer, and we fee 
how men in vaine in all ages have troubled themfelvesin 
the calculation and account of thefc things. Thefc dark 
qut&pns have framed the Labciinth with intricate win- 
dings. 

H«w unapt are we of our felvca, to forefee things to 
com, when wefailt (bfowly here cV there, though the 
light of moll certain* rmth be held out unto us. we arc 
not therefore to ftick in mens great names : This know- 
ledge and icarch is not from humane capacity , but from 
divine revelation, if rot cxttaordinary > yet the minde 
muft be enlightened from above , and fpecially at that 
time wheu a* the confununation and end (ball be at han$ 
& before the doorer. 
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Vtrf. io* tetany Jb all be purified, and made white 

and trj/ed.. 

. A general 1 confalation. Daniel might have feared 
IcaiV that the faints being deftitute of to clecre alight, 
might da(h upon fo many grievous offences, & at lengtft 
fall into many gulfes of deftrucYion. The Angell meet* 
with it , and biddcth him not to be anxious and penfivo, 
in that refpeft. They mould fufteine no lofle at all by 
the obfeuritie of thofe things : for both theholinefleof 

profelfion flull be manifeft andcertaine , and the wife 
lhall gett understanding. 

Both thefc tnembcts are exprelTely laid downe,and il- 
luftratcdalfo by a putting to of the contraryci. The 
ungodlincllcof the wicked, which fhall doc wickedly, 
is oppofed to the conftancic of profcflioni»nd ignoranco 
ofthcungodly.totheundetftanding of the wife. As 
forconftancie > it is more profitable to the godly to live 
alwayes in expectation of their Lords comroing a|>pro- 
ching , then to underftand the delay thereof for along 
fcalbn,confidering the great infirmityes of us all, yea the 
wife virgincs alio (leepcwhilft the Biidegtome tatrycth, 
And when the fervant beginns to thnike with himfelf, 
that his Lord will delay his comming , he will fall a fad- 
ting his fellow lervants and maidens , and will cate and 
dtiuke and be drunken. Thtrfore this obfeurity doth 
bring this commodity with it.todcive away fecurity.and 
to make the mindeallwayes vigilant and attentive, for it 
yeeldcth a certainc prelent hope •, which will not furTci 
them to be filthy or vile, but doth fpurrcthemon to go 
couragioufly forward without intcrmiflion. 

Hehce it commeth to pa(Te,tlut no dangers doe terrify 
thcSaincls , but they gett and gaine fingular profitt by 
thcm,according to the manner & gteatncsof every trialli 

for 
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for they aredl'ftingisirticd into a threefold degree.for they 
m ehhgf deitaim.- light drii'i Or mttre greivtiusiuOtf Veiy 
gf*af« • ■ ■ 

The fitft fort ftiillmak? theSalnAi p»r* andekanc, 
as wo doe purifie things , which have not gotten much 
filth , cither by a Height wyping or rubbing or fpunging 
of them ; Or if a garment have drunk in deeper any filth 
or fpoit,that itcannor be cleanfed without greater pains , 
the triall (hall be nothing clfe but ft certaine whiting, in- 
deed a more troubkfome and (harp triall, according to 
the quality of «he filth more deeply foakt id . which yet 
notwithstanding flull not exceed the boundej of puri* 
tying.

Cut I hope that good and reafanable roe n fud loyers 
of the truth will not takeitamifle to have thofc things 
removed out of the way,which doe hinder the right un- 
derftandingof things.when as themfelvcs alfo have taken 
oil prayfworthy labours, to finde out the truth.and havo 
freely taken away •ttwhatjbeve* they knew did" hinder 
the fame. 

There is a twofold time here laid downe,ccitaine and 
Mi «■*■ 
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limitcd,but neither of them doc at all belong to Antlo- 
chus: Forinthat,thcfiiftwhcreofinthisveifeofii9o. 
dayes is referred to that time, wherein Antiochus Eupa* 
tor.the Sonne of Epiphanes did by his Letters patterns 
or charter permitt and confirme to the Ic wes the wotfhip 
reftoredby ludas Macabcus from the time of the def- 
lation made by hi* Father Antiochin; The calculation or 
account doth not agree : For the ttue time of the defo- 
lation,ai wc havcthewvd before in vcr.7. was juft threa 
whole years to a nayl,or ten dayes mote at chcuttetmoft. 
To the decree, made by Antiochus ihc Sonnc,thc ftf* 
tenth day of the moneth Xan'icus, l.Maca. 1 1 .) J.. (which 
moneth anfwercih to Nilan of the Hebiews.as lofephuS 
in h\i<sfnti<nm: lib j.Mf.io. ) thereare added othct 108. ' 
dayes more; for fo many fall out bctw^ene ehe if. of 
Ch)fltu,and the fifunth of Xaniicus. The fomme of all 
thefcisonclyaiiivdaycs, which war.t of thenumbef 
fcttdowne by the Angell 77. daycl. 

Bur if any will beleeve lolVphus his fablc,wherof we 
have fpok.n in the levemh vtrfe, who doth adde of his 
ownclixmoneths,tothetimeof thedefolat'on : which 
whole fpace of three ycarcs and rtx momths doth af- 
foaid /I7i.dayi5 » ycinutwuhftandingcightciiicdayca 
are wanting to this fumrr.c. But if wr joyne »of. dayes 
to thef. thice ycarcs & and fix moneth, the fpace to the 
decree of Antiochus the Sonne , then there will be .90. 
dayei over and too manie : (o will this fpace and time 
no way agtee with it (elf i not to repeat other matters, 
whcrcDywc have before evinced fufficiently , that the 
Angell hath nothing to doe with Antiochus from the 36* 
vet le of the former chapttr. 

Calvin of happy memory did well fee,that this could 

not be under ftobd of the prophahing of the Ttmple, 

which was done by Antiochus, therefore doth apply it 

Unto the Romans.but will hive the number of the dayes 

* tobi 
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tobetakenallcgoricaUy^ifiha Angtllhadfaid to this 
effect , although the time of affliction may Ucmc >cry 
lone,evcn to 1190 dayes , yawemuftnot dnW,nor 
be out of heart of fuchagreat number , but alwayCS 
to calUomindejaUhoughsffliaion rcntinc a time and 
tiroes.yet there will follow aftaward but half c a time. 

But for that the Angell would have oftd Come uiuall dc 
ordinarienumber,itfalleihouioft€ntimes,that7.orio/ 

orahundred.oraihoufand , or Ibmc fuch round and 
common number is putt for an indefinite : but no VMM 
will u(e unaccuftomed particulars in common Ipeech.ci- 
ccpt he intended (ome juft and ccrtainc fummc. 

Bcfidcs that,what rayftery hath fuch fentence in k> 
What needcth that to be (caled or (butt fiom Daniel , or 
any other, which is the common doctrine of all times ? 
ItiswellknownetoalltheSjincts.that the very longed 
sfTl:ction><nall come 10 an end at length : neither could 
Daniel be ignorant thereof , if the former diftriibution 
had meant any fucn thing: wherefore we muftnot reft 
in any common doctrine , but wc mult finde out fomv 
thing proper and peculiar to times and places , without 

which it is no prophecy. 

There are many othti interpretations, but not of any 
momcr.c and authoricy.as to hindet the truth at all , aud 
ihctefoicl will let thcmpaiic. 

Now then to d fcovcr and dcclatc the matter,, accor- 
ding to the ir.cafuic of grace given unto u« , in thefe 
words the Angell teachtth two things) Fafl,thc very dc- 
ctcc and fctt time , from, whence we aretobeginn to 
number and accounti afterwards the continuance there- 
of. That is feu out by a double note or roatkc; 
One is of taking away of dayly facrificc , the other is of 
Getting up of the abominable defolatiou.

It is hard and hidden indeed what time thvfc wordes 
doc meane : yet wemuftlaboui to fiftaand ftndc itout 
by comparing it with other places.

It was no Icflc odious and hatefull to obtrude and 
thtuft upon God an old wciuYip antiquated and abo- 
lifhed.

For when ho had recorded before, the 
death oftheMeflias, What punimment could have bene 
fpokcnof.worthicoffuchafm and villanie? Wherfore 
as vnabie to fct out the greatnes therof , ho rather figni- 
fi«bgticvouinc«and hGinoafnes of *t by an eccljptis or 
difeft of fpeach, ihcn by tn open end plaitw tcrtuc 
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But as concerning the affaire iof the nation yet (landing 
for • rime aientlre.thefeaifnll revenging hand of God 
fctt upon the winge of abominations that maketh dclo- 
late. Which , then,and what manerofwing is this?

Ofioldiers , (uch as was the wingof the lew i(h rebel*, 
When they took vp amies agair.ft the Romanes : for the 
Angel doth point at ihii very time- , when he faith 

not Amply that God will reveng and punilh the abomi- 
nation of the lewes, then being comonto all that time, 
fince they had reiedlcdChrifc and obftinately retcmed 
their abolimcd ceremonies: but on the winge, he faith, 
when rebellion fbalbe added to •bomiiiation.and the 
people foalbcc muttered and ranked into winges, bandes 
and troupes : as lotcphus de bcllo ludaico lib. 4 ;.tc- 
potteth it was done.when the xcalous ( for fo the con- 
Fpiratours called themfelves,; whofe captames were 
Eleazatandlohn.having gathered together a com panic 
of defperate men.did betake themfelves into the Temple 
which they made the tower and refuge both of the Livil 
intcftine, as alfo of the fonaine wanes. 

Thefc troupes of theeves and robbers , allthoaghaii 
the people confpiring together, were of the fame ranke, 
was certainly this wingof abominations , wholy corn- 
pad of mod defperate.cruel and wicked mm , of whom 
the very Edo mites weicafhamed, who being called tor 
their aydc , after they faw the barbaroufnes of their 
felowes and companions , did forfake thcrn prefently, 
and conveyed themfelves home againc. 

This was the winge making dcfolate with its auda- 
cious impudencie and wickednes , and brought ruinc, 
vpon their owne hcades,and upon their whole countnc 
and lawes. Manic thinges make for thu expoii-

Then was u lawfull for them to enforce 
i hofc mutinous conlpnatnws to their duties, what fliould 
hinder them ft om bcfieging the c/uie upon joft occafion i 
when as they n.axk not wane agajnft them w illiligly, but 
drawoc therto againA ihtii v/illes and injuiiofly pin- 
Voked-. 

Laft of arr Chrift < propound* ih thj* wing of abomina- 
tion* (landing in the holie place as a (i&oe 10 die out of 
lud«a>wrrich anic might due inconvenient tymc , whilu 
thefc rebels pofliflid the Temple H yeaic. or two before

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lerufalem : Thcfore we mud fctk yet further. Nevcr- 
thcici f«ing it is now manifcft what is abomination ; the 
other word Shotncm rcroaintth to be examined > which 
txpoGtours doe render diveiily,Calvin making allowed, 
Trtmelius making defolate. 

But for the moft part it doth alwaics ilgnifiepaffively 
in this acTivefoime, when it no tuh action , it is moftly 
vfed in piel : which difference Daniel doth diligently ob- 
fervc: forfpcakingofAntiochus, which madedcfola* 
lion by felting vpabomination, he notcih Iiim by abomi- 
nation that maketh defol;.te,Mtflujraem:ch. 11.31. And 
againe the fame forraeof the word fhcwcih theauthours 
of tfo calamine, to come vpon them vpon the wing of 
abominations , Mcfhomim , making de folate, as in the 
place lately expounded ch.9.17, but where he fpeakes of 
(he people furfring dcfulation , he ufcth the word Sho- 
roim, as there helhal powrc upon thedclolate. In 
which place both words are vfed Mcfhomcm , and Sho- 
mem as rhe figure Antanaclafi^doth make the difference 
more apparant. 

Once I finde it to fignifle actively as bifore in ch. 8. 
13. but out of the more frequent ufc of the woid , wee 
render it paflivcly to ftt vp abomination, made defol- 
iate. 

This is the (umme and effect of the whole fcntcncc* 
and from the time » of the daily facrifice taken awaic by 
the death of Chrift; And of fitting vp aboininaticn 
made dcfolate, that is to faie,of abolifhing vttetly that im- 
pious maner of facrificinge ; for £rod had determined 
that the abrogated vfeof the ccrcmoniall worfhip fhould 
at tcnght be vttcrly rooted cit,lo.as the leaft trace thcrof 
mould not remainc. Wheiforc when as the fctt lime 
doth confift of two parts, the abrogation of lawfull wor- 
fhip.and the rooting out of adulterous, 
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Foi the fi.ft it is agreed vpanamongft all, into what time 
it fell out, neither can thv fecond be obfeure and hidden, 
if we diligently perule the hiftoiic. We know from 
Chiift railed up from the dead, unto the timts of Vtf- 
p.iiun , this abomination did itand in the holie place: 
holie, both by the fiift inft.tution,and alio by the cfti- 
macion of the common puoplc without anie interpre- 
tation. 

But he having furprized Iaufalem, did burne the 
Temple and deface that place, where alone it was lawful 
to (aenfice. W ho would nor now have thought the abo- 
mination to be ni2dc dcfolate, but ioone after it flawed 
it felfe ag<iine a lnle,vntill Adrian wafted the Iewcs with 
a new flaughrer,and took from them all hope of recove- 
ring the holie rubbith decaied > For which caufc they 
had railed a marpe warre. 

Did then iht hatred lye butted from tfus time r after 
a few yeares it made new broiles againe: for wicked lu- 
lian having gotten the government* was rhc authour and 
furthcrcr orthc rdtoiing the abomination, not only gi- 
vinge them lifcertic 10 icpaireand build the Temple, but 
•Ho by commaunding the chatges to be fupplitd out of 
the publik revtnewes of the common wealth. Socr. lib. 
3.10. 

Nci [her went they negligently about ihe bufines when 
they ha d this libertie : The lewes did diligently folow 
their opporrunitic. 

All thinges were in a rcadincs towards the buildinge ; 
but God did fodcinly befoole ai.d tiiakc void all their 
labour and impious endevours. An execding great earth- 
quake did Ibakc and ntrerly overthrowe the old foun- 
dations which were yet remayninge ; or as Theodoret 
reporteth , themfelves calt it downe with their owno
